FOUR MEET DEATH IN WISCONSIN, 


Sioux City, la., May 3.—([Special.]—At 
Jeast fifty-two: peuple are believed to have 
been killed in a terrific cyclone that passed 
over this part of Iowa this after. 
noon. Some persons estimate the death roll 
at 200 to 300, but no one can know how 
great the loss of life is or howextensive the 
damage until the work of investigation can be 
prosecuted in the daylight. Three school- 

\houses are kaown to have’ been demolished, 
two teachers and several pupils killed, and 
scores of other buildings have been wrecked. 
Those known to be dead are:

Two inches of rain fell here in one hour this 
afternoon, For a time the storm had the ap- 
pearance of a cloud burst.

West Sioux Palls, a suburb three miles 
from here, and vicinity, present a forlorn ap- 
pearance tonight.

TELEGRAMS ON THE STORM’S WORK. 


Iowa People and Property Suffer from 


Its Fury. 

Ireton, la., May 3.—(Special.|—A de- 
structive cyclone pasaéd near this place, go- 
ing ina northeast direction, this afternoon 
at 3:30 o’clock. Four miles northeast 
of Ireton it stru¢k Coombs school- 
house, destroying it and killimg the 
teacher, Miss Anna Marsden, injuring 
all the children more or less, three, it is 
thought, fatally. About three miles further 
on it destroyed another school-house and 
killed the teacher, George Marsden, brother 
of Anna Marsden, and fatally injurad three 
of the children, Near here John Koster’s 
house was struck, his wife killed, and one 


child blown away and not yet found.

The path of the cycloné seems to have been 
twelve miles long and from ‘three-quarters of 
p mile to three miles wide. It probably first

Two women were 
found dead about 6 o’clock not far from the 
Point where oneof the schoo! buildings stood. 
Thinks 200 or 300 Perished., 

One man who arrived in Sioux Center late 
in the evening reported his house was biown 
‘way and his family killed. He himself es- 
taped and reports that-at least 200 or 300 
people must have been killed. 

The parties sent out from Huil, Sioux 
Center, and Orange City, neighboring 
towns, are carrying on their work in total 
Garkness in the midst of a tremendous wind 
and rain storm. ' It consequentiy is progress- 
ing slowly. Xt number of bodies have alréady 
been recovered, although the exact number 
canrot be learned.

Ido not foel inclined to find fault with 
your criticism, but I think the matters you refer 
to should be judged in the. light of the 
circumstances existing at the time the 
things were done. I never had an idea 
of Building up or fostering a _ -personal 
following. but so far as politics should properly 
influence me in making appointments I have 
tried to be democratic and not proscriptive. I 
am giad you are frank enough to admit rene pee. 
ticipation in bringing about a condition in office- 
bolding which may not be all that conid now be 
desired. Whether those appointees to place 
shallinspeech and action Gohave sessaty to- 
wards the administration under which they hoid 
office must remain, to a large extent, a matter of 
taste and good breeding. . 

There are. however, some officials who devote 
themselves so industriously to vilification and 
abuse of those under whom they hold office as to 
indicate that their fidélity cannot be trusted for 
the performance of their duties in a manner 
créditable to the administration, and who ap- 
parently assume they may spend ‘the time they 
owe the public service in doing political mis- 
chief. In the interest of good government such 
officehoiders must not be surprised if they are 
summarily dealt with. 

When I received your letter I had just finished 
reading a ietter of yours. in which you explain 
to the citizens of Mississippi your views on the 
currency question., It seems to me you have in 
that ietter contributed in the best possible style 
and valu@ble way to the fund of argument in 
favor of sound money.

Chicago will have a ney Democratic daily 
newspaper in thirty days. This positive an- 
nouncement was made last night by H: W.

Martin J. Russell will be the 
editor-in-chief, Mr. Seymour said, and all 
other details will be arranged before the 
first issue of the new daily. The name will 
be the last thing to be picked out. . 

* We have fully decided to issue the news- 
paper, and I wish to say it will be a purely 
business enterprise,’’. said Mr. Seymour. 
‘* We are starting in on a firm basis, all our 
own, and our plans have no connection with 
others which have been talked of. Weareat 
work, and there is no ‘ perhaps’ or ‘if’ in 
our enterprise. The first copy will be issued 
in thirty days. 

“Our plant will be a new one. The loca- 
tion is not yet decided upon, We have two 
or three places to pick from and will decide 
next week which we will occupy. Press 
franchise matters did not worry us much. 
We built up one great newspaper without 
much of a franchise and I guess we can do 
it again if we are forced todoso: That feat- 
ure doesn’t worry us in the least. 

“Our plant will be first-class and our pa- 
per will be issued every morning. The daily 
will sell for one cent a copy and the Sunday 
edition for five cents. Our politics will be 
Independent-Democratic and honest money 
will be our war-cry. At any rate, I wish to 
say this is a business enterprise and we are 
in it purely for business.”’

tractors will have their contracts enforced. 
This will be a novel experience for both the 
inspectors and contractors. But John C. W. 
Rhode, the new chief of the Street and Alley 
Cieaning Bureau, ‘is a business-man, and he 
said yesterday he intended to enforce all con- 
tracts and treat the business of the city as he 
would his own. He can’t clean up all the 
wards in a day, but within two weeks it will 
be possible to remove the worst accumula- 
tions, and thereafter householders may begin 
to enjoy, the benefits of prompt and regular 
scavenger service, 

All this means trouble for the garbage con- 
tractors, and unless they comply with the 
conditions of their contracts their bondsmen 
are liable to suffer the consequence. The 
work of the contractors in many of the wards 
is anything but satisfactory to Supt. Rhode. 
He has summoned all the contractors to be 
at his office this afternoon between 1 and 2 
o'clock. and he will teli them just what he in- 
tends todo, Supt. Rhode wuuld not make 
any statement yesterday for publication in 
reference to what he will say to the contract- 
ors, but it was learned from @ trustworthy 
source that he will tell them if the garbage is 
not removed and the alleys kept in the condi- 
tion specified in the contracts the city will 
put on the teams, deduct the amounts from 
the warrants of the contractors, and in cases 
where the expense is greater than the amount 
ramed in the contract the bondsmen will be 
held liable, and actions commenced. 

A condensed statement of the reports on 
the various wards shows this condition of 
affairs: 

First Ward, good. Second Ward, in bad shape 
generally. Third Ward, bad condition but im. 
proving a little. Fourth Ward, fair., Fifth Ward, 
more teams needed; allev between Twenty-fifth 
street and Twenty-fifth place had not: been 
cieaned for two years. Sixth Ward, four teams 
work in the morning foran hour, but cannot be 
found in the ward after that time by the ward 
inspector. Seventh Ward, alleys in particular 
are in bad shape. Eighth Ward, fair. Ninth 
Ward bad conditon. Tenth Ward, twelve more 
teams needed to do the work propels Eleventh 
Ward, in good condition. Twelfth Ward, condi- 
tion good. Thirteenth Ward, together with the 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, and Sixteenth Wards, is 
reported in good shape. Seventeenth and Eignt- 
eenth, fair. Nineteeuth and Twentieth in poor 
condition. Twenty-first, good. Twenty-second, 
Twenty-third, and Twenty-fourth Wards in good 
condition, Tw enty-fifth and Twenty-sixth Wards. 
alleys are in exceptionally bad shape. Twenty- 
seventh Ward, fair. Twenty-eighth Ward, con- 
tractor put two more teams to work. The bal- 
ance of the wards are reported in good condi- 

tion. 

Another matter which Supt. Rhode will 
give attention to is the size of the wagon box 
used by the contractor. He has prepared a 
biank for each inspector upon which he will 
prepare his report. The inspector will re. 
port as to the wagon number, whether it has 
a cover, and the size of the box. He will also 
be required to report the condition of all 
garbage boxes, and citizens who neglect this 
matter will be given three days’ notice in 
which to comply with the law, 

Under rules adopted by Supt. Rhode yester- 
day alley inspection will become a_ business 
that will not permit saloon loating or attend- 
ance at busebali games. Two telephone re- 
ports, &@ written statement, and personal ap- 
pearance at the Superintendent’s office daily 
will be required. The inspectors get $1,200 
a year, and they wil! be expected to earn it. 

The following was mailed to each ward in- 
spector yesterday afternoon: 

Dear Sir: Pursuant to instructions of this 
morning to Ward Foremen, in the future the foi- 
lowing rules will prevail. 

‘Ail Ward Foremen must, in the future, have 
the teams of the contractors for the respective 
Wards report at some. central point to be 
designated by them, at 7 o'clock a.m. The 
teams will then be distributed to the various por- 
tions of the ward, as the necessities may require. 

2.At8 o'clock a. m. they will report to the 
office, by wae Agee the number of teams at work 
in their wards, and any other information they 
may have to give. , 

8. At 10 o'clock a. m. they will report in per- 
son at the office of the Superintendent of Street 
and Alley Cieaning; to receive such complaints 
ahd orders as the Superintendent. may have to 
give. Not more than one-half hour must be cc- 
cupied in this work. They must have prepared 
written reports detailing their work and the 
work of the contractors’ teams for the previous 
day. They wili then return to their several 
wards and give their entire time and attention to 
the work of caring for their wards. 

4. Not earlier than 4:30 p. m: they must re- 
port, by telephone, to the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Street and Aliey Cieaning. the general 
work of the day. 

5. They must see that the owners of all honses 
which are not provided with garbage boxes are 
— at once and to see that the same are pro- 
vided. 

6. In all cases where the boxes are in such con- 
dition that they will mot hold the garbage and 


. ashes they will compe! the owners of the proper- 


ty to at once place new ones in their stead. 

7. They wilt also notify all property-owners 
having manure boxes in the alley in the rear or 
on the side of their ;-remises to have the same 
cleaned out at once and see that they are kept 
clean in the future. 

“It will take me a few days yet to get in 
touch with the conditions,” said Mr. e,

FINAL ADJOURNMENT OF THE LEGIS- 
LATURBE A TOPIC FOR SOLONS. 


Democrats at Springfield Willing to Hold 
On as Long as They Can, but the Ke- 
publicans Are Likely to Wind Things 
Up with the Month of May=—Drainage 
Bill Advanced to Third Reading in the 
House—New Hospital Favored for the 
Soldiers’ Home, 

Springfield, Iil,, May 3.—[Special.]—It is 
all over here until Monday night, and Mon- 
day night means Tuesday mornimg, so far as 
the Legislature ia concerned. 
was in session an hour or so this morning, 
and, after shooting the drainage bill into 
third reading, got in a tangle over a bill locat- 
ing a normal school in Eastern Illinois, and 
the proceedings came to an end. 

The Senate thrashed away in an indifferent 
fashion. The only item of business that it 
did of siakieial moment was sliding into third 
reading a bill which cripples trust companies. 
It was introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Barnes some time ago, and after sleeping 
peacefully in committee for awhile was res- 
urrected, and bids fair to get over into the 
House. It seeks to repeal the taw under 
which trust companies act as receivers, 
trustees, or custodians of funds. It does not 
take up much space as a bill, but is a good 
deal of a measure. The temper of the legis- 
lators was a little more peaceful than it has 


been during the week. 

The days are warm down here, the grass is 
green, the foliage is out on the trees, the tur- 
tle doves have mated for the summer, and 
the robins are outon the lawns looking for 
worms. The days are hot and the nights soon 
wili be. No Legislature in the North was ever 
yet unable to withstand the summer months, 
The average of this character has no fear of 
epidemic disease or anything eise. Spring- 
field is a pretty good town, and when a man 
gets in the Legislature he does not want to 
quit. As William P. Vilas, the great piatform 
writer of the Democratic party, invariably 
shouts, he *' views with aiarm ”’ adjoyrnment 
day. 

Now for the Appropriation Bills. 

Next week the Senate wili take up the ap- 
propriation bills. They are ali ready to go 
through that body. Most of them are on 
third reading, a fewon second, and one or 
two ready to come out of committee. By 
Thursday night every one of them will be. in 
the House. The bills of the Senate and the 
House, so far as appropriations are concerned, 
ure alinost identical. There may be some 
disagreeinent over minor matters, but in the 
main both branches of the Legislature are in 
accord on the appropriations. The work of 
the Legisiature with all ease can be brought 
toanend Juae 1. The Democrats do not 
care how long it runs, believing that the 
people of the State wil hold 

Republicans responsible for a 
long session. The chances are that 
the Republicans will go into caucus about 
‘luesday and fix a date for adjournment from 
May 28to31. There'isa disposition among 
the members to hoid morning, afternoon, 
and, if need be, night sessions, so as to bring 
the business of the Legislature to an end, 
Little or nothing will be done here until a day 
for final adjournment is agreed on. When 
this is accomplished both branches will bénd 
their euergies toward ciosing out the matters 
pending before the Legislature. 

Representative Pickrell of Union Courity 
says he will not disclose the name of the indi- 
vidual who intimated to him that there was 
sume swag upon the express bill, and he 
(Pickrell) might get part of it. He says he 
won't dothis under any circumstances, be- 
lieving it would be a breach of confidence 
and unmanly in him to reveal the name of the 
man who talked to him about it. 
Nor wiil he say whether the man who 
approached him was a member of the 
Legisiature or not. The biil in question is in 
the Senate Cummittee on Puble Buiidings 
and Grounds, Its chances of remaining there 
until the close of the session are considered 
quite bright. A good many Senators are 
‘*laying’’ for it and it will meet with a hot 
fight. if it gets on the floor of that body. 
Piekrell unquestionably wants to get it 
through. He worked for it while it was in 
the House to the best of nis ability, and he 
made the best fight he could under the cir- 
cumstances. I. got out of his jurisdiction 
when it landed in the Senate and has been put 
to sleep. As long as Mr. Pickrell declines to 
give up names there is little chance that the 
matter will be taken up by the General As- 
gem bly. 

Legislative Work About Completed. 


Aside from the appropriation bills anda 
few matters of general moment thatare ready 
for passage the Legisiature has about com- 
pleted its work. Nearly all the regulating 
bilis are buried in committee, a few are out 


one they are being taken into camp. There 
are some members who honestly support 
legislation of the character referred to and 
want to see individual bilis got through the 
House, That is one reason why the House 
refuses to agree on a date for final adjourn- 
mont. House bill618 and Senate bilis 137 
and 138, concernmg which se much has been 
written and said of iate, are in the Governor’s 
hands.. He has ten days within which to ap- 
rove or veto thém. lf he coes neither the 

ilis become laws without his signature. A 
great many people have exhausted their in- 
genuity in trying to find out the Governor’s 
intentions as respects .these measures. Gov. 
Altgeld up to this time, so far as 
can be ascertained, has not intimated 
to any one his line of action. He has 
the bills and is examining them to ascertain 
their effect. No opinion can be given with 
any degree of certainty as to what he will do 
with thein. He is not in the habit of taking 
folks into his confidence and it isabout an 
even thing as to his course. ‘There is a tip out 
here that in the closing days of the session a 
desperate effort wili be made to tuke tne pool 
bill passed by the Senate some weeks ago and 
applying the motive power shoot it tarough 
the House under high pressure. It is said the 
House is being polied systematically with a 
view of ascertaining whether seventy-seven 
affirmative votes can be secured for the bill 
in the face of public opinion. [he measure 
is in the House Committee on Live Stock and 
Dairying. The sentiment of that organiza- 
tion is decidedly against it at this time. What 
can be done with it later remains to be seen, 
One thing can be written to a certainty: Any 
attempt to juggle with that bili will be duly 
chronicied, all the roll-caiis will be printed, 
and matters and things will be called by their 
proper names. Itisdead now and it better 
be allowed to lie in the legislative morgue for 
the remainder of the session. 


NEW HOSPITAL FORTHE QUINCY HOME 


Hcuse Committee Recommends Another 
Building for the Soldiers. 
Springfield, lil., May 3.—In the House to.

From the 
number of applications for admission to the 
home the superinteadent estimates that by win- 
ter the number, of old soidiers to be provided 
for will reach 1,600 men. The list of sick and 
decrepit is large and must increase rapidly as 
time passes. Ibe old men’s cottage, for those 
who are bedfast most of tue time. is now fal} to 
overflowing. These inen need the attention of a 
resident physician and would be placed in the 
hospitai were it not now’ fall. Tiis condition

DEADLY POISON IN THé MUCILAGE, 


Further Facts Concerning the Death of 8. 
Fechheimer. 

S. Fechheimer, who died at Cleveland 
Thursday as a_ result of.. blood poisoning, 
caused by a slightcuton his tongue a few 
days before, made while licking the flap of an 
envelope, was well known in Chicago .and 
New York. He had an office at No. 167 
Dearborn street and was formerly, the senior 
member of the firm: of Fechheimer, Rau & 
Co., shirt manufacturers in New |York, and 
was said to have been quite wealthy in for- 
mer years. He iived with his wife and 
daughter at the Turner Hotel, © Thirty-third 
street and Wabash avenue, 

He wrote a letter home Saturday night 
from Cleveland and while sealing it scratched 
his tongue on the sharp edge of the paper, It 
is believed the mucilage contained some 
poisonous ingredient. Several physicians 
were calied in consultation, but their labors 
were ineffectual. Mr. Fechheimer sank rap- 
idiy and died in great agony Tuesday. 

The case is said to be the first on record of 
the kind and no one can account for it. 

Cashier Green of the stamp department of 
the Postoffice says he never heard of poison 
being discovered in the mucilage on stamps 
or government envelopes. The firm which 
formeriy had the government contract for 
tne manufacture of stamps and envelopes 
gaveustrong guarantee that nong of the 
materials used contained impurities. . There 
is scarcely a drop of mucilage on the iargest 
enveiopes and the poison must have been of 
the most deadly nature. 


W. T. BAKER SAYS HE WILL DO HIS BEST,

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HIS CONFEDERATE MONUMENT EPIS- 
TLE 18 UNCALLED FOR. 


No Sectional Feeling Over the Matter in 
Chicago=Gen. Underwood Works Hard 
to Make the Dedication Ceremonies a 
Success=Men of Local Prominence to 
ParticipateVeterans of the Blue and 
the Gray Invited to Attend=<Why Me- 
morial Day Was Selected for the Event. 


The official “special letter’ which De- 
partment Commander Thayer of the Massa- 
chusetts Grand Army of the Republic issued 
Wednesday, in which he said the projected 
dedication of the Confederate monument in 
this city will be an outrage to every Union 
veteran, and in dedicating it Memorial day 
insult would be added to injury, caused no 
little comment yesterday, not only in Grand 
Army circles, but also among business-men. 
It was the general opinion that the bitter 
epistle was ungracious and uncalled for and 
was sent out by a mano who evidently does 
not know the feelings of Chicagoans in the 
matter, 

When the massive stone shaft which marks 
the spot where 6,000 Confederate dead sieep 
in Oak woods is dedicated May 30 (Memorial 
day) there will be gathered about it the most 
distinguished and probably the lurgest assem- 
blage of ex-officers of the blue and the gray 
that has ever been known. Gen. John C. 
Underwood, who has command of 
the Department of the. . North- 
west of the Ex-Confederate Association, 
has been at work on this remarkable reunion 
for many months. In fact, it was he who 
projected the monument to be dedicated. 
Gen. Underwood is a resident of Chicago, but 
takes a deep interest in the South and wants 
to see this city the gateway of that country. 
He feels that the coming event will not only 
aid in cementing the fraternal bonds, but will 
also help Chicago and the South in a cotn- 
mercial way. 

Has Looked Every After Detail. 

Gen, Underwood arrived in Chicago after a 
trip to Washington Wednesday, and yester- 
day he opened permianent headquarters. at 
Rooms 121 and 123 Palmer House, where he 
will make the closing arrangements for the 
great dedication. After building the monu- 
ment and paying the debt his next great work 
was that to be performed Memorial day, and 
in this he has personally looked after every 
detail.

NO LOVE FOR EX-CONFEDERATES, 


Colorado and Wyoming Encampment Will 
Not Undertake Their Care, 

Denver, Colo., May 3.—The session of the 
Grand Army of the Republic for the Depart- 
ment of Colorado and Wyoming closed with 
the election and installation of officers.

The Senate committee appointed to investigate 
the effects of competition between penal labor 
and free industry held a session yesterday at the 
Sherman House.

China Asks Extension of Time for Signing 
the Peace Treaty, but thé Victors Stern- 
ly Refuse=It Is Said the Mikado Is 
Preparing to Do Battle with Russia if 
That Nation Insists on Interfering—Semi- 
Official Statement as to the Muscovite 
Attitude.

Tokio, Japan, May 3.—[Capyright, 1895,

World.]—China has asked that the time for 
changing ratifications of the treaty of peace 
at Che Foo, set for May 8, be extended ten 
days. Japan has sternly refused to grant the 
request. The Mikedo has calied out the en- 
tire body{of reserves, and the Hoktaido garri.- 
sons have been heavily reinforced. 

New York, May 3.—The foregoing dispatch 
foreshadows a refusal by Japan to regard 
Russia’s protest against that part of the peace 
treaty which takes the Liao Tung Peninsula 
from China and givesitto Japan. Russia 
has demanded that Japan answer the note 
of protests in which France and Ger- 
many joined by May 7—next Tuesday. The 
date set for the exchange of) treaty ratifica- 
tidns at Che Foo is May 8—next Wednesday. 
China asked that the date of exchanging rati- 
fications be put off until May 18. Japan 
perem ptorily refused to postpone the time of 
making the treaty effective, showing that her 
mind is made up a¢ to what course to pursue. 

The calling out of all the reserves is equiv- 
alent to putting about every able bodied man 
The reinforcing of 
the Hokkaido garrisons means that Japan in- 
tends to be ready for hostilities with 
Russia. Hokkaido, “ Circuit’ of the Northern 
Sea,” is the department name of the 
Island of Yesso or Yezo, which lies north of 
the main island of Japan, Niffou, and faces 
the southeastern coast of Siberia, between 
three and four hundred miles away. Viadi- 
vostock, Russia’s great military and naval 
station on the Pacific, is opposite the lower 
or southern end of Yesso, across from Hako- 
date and Matsmiai.

ALTGELD PARDONS A MURDERER, 


This Time It Isa Man Who Beats Hig Step- 
son to Death. 

Among the men at Joliet recently pardoned 
by Gov. Altgeld was August Hetzke, who was 
serving a life sentence for murder. Hetzke 
lived at No, 422 North Lincoln street with 
his wife and ll-year-ola stepson, Max Gil- 
man. The lad had ‘been abused by Hetzke, 
and in November, 1887, ran away from 
home. He. came back Nov. 21, and 
the same night was beaten to death 
by Hetzke with a leather strap, 
on the end of which was a big 
buckle. Hetzke was tried before Judge Cliff- 
ord in February, 1888. convicted of murder 
in the first degree, and sentenced to be 
hanged. His attorney asked for a new trial, 
which was granted on condition the prisoner 
would plead guilty and take a life sentence. 
This program was carried out and Hetzke was 
sent toJoliet. Whease was. prosecuted by 
W. S: Elliott Jr., who was then Assistant 
State’s-Attorney, and of it he says: 

‘* It was, on the facts presented, one of the 
mnest atrocious crimes ever comunitted in 
Cook County.”

The troops are 
confined to the barrack;, ready for an emer- 
gency. Reinforcements are coming from 
Leon.

Corinto, Nicaragua, May 3.—[Special.]— 
The garrison on the mainland has been re- 
inforced and the troops are prepared for an 
immediate move, Two of the bridges con- 
necting the town with tne mainland have been 
destroyed. The guard of British marines has 
taken a position near the bridge approacheg. 
The warships have changed positions so as to 
be ready for hostilities if necessary. Capt. 
Trench, whom the British appointed Governor, 
denies that he has ordered any arrests made, 
He says the people are orderly and friendly, 
and he has found the inhabitants of Corinto 
and the Nicaraguan officials extremely cour- 
teous. Commander Stokes, who came ashore 
with dispatches, corroborated Capt. Trench, 
Both returned on board ship to see Admiral 
Stephenson at noon. Capt. Trench after- 
wards returned and immediately ordered the 
embarkation of the greater portion of his 
men. QOnily forty-eight British marines re- 
main on shore now.- They will embark as 
soon as Capt. Trench turns the town over to 
the Nicaraguans. Everybody here is pleased. 

Tegucigaipa, Honduras; May 3.—/[Special. | 
—A message from Managua, Nicaragua, re- 
ports that President Zelaya is bemg urged to 
tuke the initiative against the British, asa 
conflict sometime is considered unavoidable, 
He is also being asked to give British Muinis- 
ter Gosling his passports, Aid has been 
promised President Zelayaif he consents to 
this program.

OFFICIAL TEXT OF THE SETTLEMENT. 


Terms Upon Which Great Britain Will 
Withdraw Its Troops. 

London, May 3.—It is officially announced 
that as a result of the communications which 
have been exchanged between the Ear! of 
Kimberley and -Sefior Méedina, Salvadorean 
Minister here, acting for Nicaragua, the Brit- 
ish Government hasagreed, if the Nicaraguan 
Government addresses a note to Rear Admi- 
ral Stephenson accepting. the terms of the 
British ultimatum ana undertaking, under 
the guarantee of the Republic of Salvador, 
that the indemnity be paid in Loudon within 
a fortnight, that the British squadron will be 
withdrawn from Nicaraguan waters. 

The Associated Press further learns the 
present Government of Great Britain would 
not view with disfavora United States pro- 
tectorate over the whole of Central America. 
Indeed, during the present investigations the 
Earl of .Kimber'tey said that under certain 
circumstances it would perhaps be better for 
the United States to proclaim a protectorate 
over Central America and make herself re- 
sponsible for the acts of its people, 

Sefior Chrisanto Medina, the Salvadorean 
Minister here and at Paris, has made the fo!- 
lowing statement to the Associated Press re- 
garding the negotiations which have been 
conducted through him as the representative 
of Nicaragua looking to a settlement of the 
dispute between Great Britain and Nicaragua. 
He said: 

The Earl of Kimberley has throughout been 
perfectly firmin his attitude, bat has shown 
anxiety to avoid a conflict with the Central 
American republics, but it being considered 
necessary by the British Ministers in. council to 


emake a firm stand all efforts to move them have 


failed. However, lam happy to express the be- 
lief that this unfortunato dispute is on the eve of 
settlement. The Central American republics gre 
all anxious to help Nicaragua iu her present 
difficulty and they have used every means in 
their power todoso. As the represertative of 
Salvador i have offered the guarantees of my 
government to pay the indemnity in London 
within fifteeh days after the evacuation of 
Corinto. The Earl of Kimberley having ac- 
cepted this arrangement I so # £4informed 
my goveroment last night. and I have no doubt 
the terms will meet the views of the Nicaraguan 
Government. 

From the gentlemen who took part in the 
negotiations the Associated Press learns it is 
feit by all concerned that Sefior Guzman, 
Nicaraguan Minister at Washington is largely 
responsibie [or the continued opposition of 
Nicaragua, as, being of a sanguine tempera- 
ment, he led his government astray as to 


‘what they might expect from the United 


Stutes. -Continuing the gentleman last 
quoted said: 

It would have been more satisfactory to any 
of the Central American republics to have thein- 
scives paid the indemnity rather than be sub- 
jected to the calumny, misrepresentation. and 
distrust which has appeared in the American 
and European press during the last few days. 
There is no question about the Monroe doctrine 
being involved. In fact the doctrine is obsolete. 
If England or any other power is unable to pro- 
tect the safety and rights of its subjects in Cen- 
tral America they are unabie to protect their in- 
terests anywhore. If England had tried to annex 
Corinto is would be a different matter, but she 


sovereignty over the Mosquito territory, but 
the latter retained the right of self-govern- 
ment. This latter right was so broadly con- 
strued as to inciude coining money, collect- 
ing duties, etc, So much trouble resulted 
that Francis Juseph of Austria was called in as 
arbitrator in 1881, His decision was largely 
sentimental. It allowed the Nicaraguan flag 
to be raised in the country and also allowed 
the Mosquito people their own flag. 

The contention as to who governed the 
country continued until last year, when Nic- 
aragua took forcible possession and expelled 
British Consul Uatch, who was accused of 
encouraging a rebellion against the Nicara- 
guan control of the territory. Nicaragua has 
permanently éntreached herself in the dis- 
puted territory and has established a comp!cte 
internal system of government. It is an ex- 
ecution of the plan against which the British 
Consul was accused of inciting reveilion, and 
for this reason there is much apprehension +; 
to whether Great Britain will assent to t. f 
literation of the old Mosquito country which 
was the seat of all British influence in Nica. 
ragua. : 

The new State extends along aimost the en. 
tire Atiantic coast line of Nicaraugua. The 
southerly portion is near Greytown, the east- 
ern terminus of the Nicaragua Canal, and this 
fact has given the country ite chief impor- 
tance. Now that it is a Nicaraguan State, 
Consul Hatch will have to be accredited direct 
to the Nicaraguan Government and not to the 
Mosquito authorities. The return of Hatch 
was one of the terms insisted on by Great 
Britain. 


GUZMAN SAYS HE IS SLANDERED: 


Gresham and the President Also Come in 
for Criticism. 

Washington, D.C. May 3.—Dr. Guzman, 
the Nicaraguan Minister to Washington, was 
shown the London interview criticising his 
course. He read it with interest and: said: 
‘* Perhaps it ia to be expected when assaults 
have been made on Mr. Gresham, Mr, Bay- 
ard, and the President that I should not escape 
from slanders. There are alwayssome people 
ready to assert that they would have done 
sumething else. They do not know the diffi- 
culties and embarrassments of the situation. 
But at all times I have acted as my judgment 
indicated was best for the occasion.” 

‘‘Ig there any reason,”’’ Dr, Guzman was 
asked, * for the assertion that Nicaragua was 
misled into believing the United States would 
render assistance?” 

‘Not in the least,’’ said he. ‘‘ There has 
been no misleading or misunderstanding fur- 
ther than such as-might arise from hope or 
expectation. Gen. Barrios, the special Envoy, 
was here and personally canvassed the situa- 
tion. Then he proceeded to Nicaragua and 
was in personal communication with the gov- 
ernment. Nor is it true that I have en- 
couraged the expectation that the United 
States would intervene. I have kept my gov- 
ernment advised in every way, but it has not 
been on the lines of claiming the United 
States would intervene.”’

Nine of Them Said to Have Perished in 
Encounters with Troops. 

Madrid, May 3.—A dispatch received from 
Havana says that in an encounter between 
Spanish troops and insurgeuts at Santa Cruz, 
six of the latter were killed.

PEOULIAR VERDIOT IN THE OASB OF 
HERMAN SCHAFFNER 


Case Ends by the Jury Declaring It Does 
Not Think the Dead Ranker Committed 
Suicide — Contradictory Verdict I 
Reached=Jacob Newman Declares the 
Jury Had Been Tampered With—Judge 
Who Tried the Case Is Indignant with 
the Result Reached=Night Police News. 


The suit of Mra. Herman Schaffner to re. 
cover from the United States Mutual <Acci- 
dent Association $15,000 on policies on the 
life of her husband ended last evening in a 
decidel sensation. When the jury reported 
it was found al! the members were of the 
opinion that Mr. Schaffner did not commit 
suicide and that the insurance organization 
had failed to make out its case in defence. It 
was also learned that the foreman of the jury 
had persuaded his colleagues that it was un- 
necessary to include in tne verdict a clause 
finding for Mrs. Schaffner. The situation was 
su peculiar as to lead Judge Adains to make 
some caustic remarks to the jury and a short 
time after court adjourned Mrs. Schaffner’s 
attorney, Jacob Newman, announced that he 
had evidence of jury tampering which he 
would be in a position to bring before the 
court today. He was specific in. his allega- 
tions, but said the source of his information 
was contidentia! and that he could ‘hot dis. 
close it until he laid the matter before the 
ecurt, 

The jury did not agree until after 8 o'clock. 
Judge Adams was then sent for and received 
the verdict. The special findings were in 
favor of Mrs. Schaffner, but the jury, to the 
surprise of court and counsel, failed tu fix 
any damages. Accordingly a motion for a 
new trialin behalf of Mrs. Schaffner was 
made, The case rested upon the question as 
to whether Mr. Schaffoer committed suicide. 
There was a ciause in the policies which made 
thetn void in the case of suicide, but in the 
instructions to the jury Judge Adams said it 
was a presumption of the law that a man 
would do all he could tu preserve life, If 
suicide was proven then the jury could not 
find fur the plaintiff, but if death was acci- 
dental @ verdict for the plaintiff shou!d be 
found. 

Judge Adams evideitiy was not pleased 
with the jury's findings. To the question, 
” Did Herman Schaffner commit suicide?” 
itanswered ‘‘No,”’ The jury were of the 
opinion, however, that he came to his death 
by drowning. When the verdict was given 
into Judge Adams’ hands he read it twice 
and then he asked each of the jurymen if this 
= his verdict. All answered in the affirma- 

ive, 

"Well, there is no man on earth who can 
understand it,” said the Judge. “You say 
Herman Schaffner did not commit suicide 
and yet you find for the defendant. If it was 
not suicide then death must have been the 
result of accident. Your verdict is a contra- 
diction in itself and cannot be understood by 
an intelligent man.”’ 

A motion was made by Mrs. Schaffner’s at- 
torney to have, the verdict set aside. Judge 
Adams, however, refused to do that, and a 
motion for a new trial was made. 


SUDDEN DEATH OF F, 8S. MORRILL. 


Takes an Assumed Name, Retires in a Hotel, 
and Never Again Seen Alive. 

Death came suddenly yesterday to Fred- 
erick 8S. Morrill and under curcumstances 
which are considered decidedly peculiar. 
Morrill was a traveling salesman at present 
unemployed. His home is believed to have 
been in Miller, 8. D., where his wife is now 
thought to be. Morrill’s fathér lives at No. 
110 East State street, Rockford, Il. 

Under the assumed name of J. S. Johnson. 
Aiuron, 8. D.; “Morrill at 7 o’clock Thursday 
evening engaged a room at the Hotel Em- 
press, No. 403 North Clark street. He re- 
tired almost immediately, telling the pro- 
prietor, J. G. Van Duzen, he did not desire 
to be called in the morning. At 9 o'clock 
last evening Mr. Van Duzen became suspic- 
ious, and, entering the room, found his guest 
dead on the bed. There were no marks of 
violence about the remains except a tiny 
stream/of blood which trickled down from 
his mouth and which is thought to have 
come from a ruptured blood vessel. Among 
the effects of the dead man were found a 
number of letters which established his iden- 
tity. In his valise was found a revolver 
which evidentiy had not been used for some 
time. The remains were taken to Rolston’s, 
in Adams street, and the Coroner will hold 
an inquest today. 

Further examination of the body at 
the morgue tended to confirm the be- 
lief that the dead .man was F. 58. 
Morrill. He had worn a light Fedora hat 
and on the hat band was the mark of a Rock- 
ford hat dealer. His linen was also marked 
“FEF. §. M.”’ Several letters of reference, 
signed B. H. McDaneld, No, 46 Dearborn 
avenue, were found in a pocket. The at- 
tendant at the morgue said the body showed 
no signs of death by poison, but had rather 
the appearance of death by apoplexy. A tel- 
egram was sent to the Rockford police for 
information of any one named Frederick 8. 
Morrill. 

Mr. MeDaneld, from whom Morrill haa 
obtained the letters of recommendation, said 
last night Morrill had been inthe banking 
business two years ago at Miller, S. D., but 
had closed up his business there and had gone 
to Waterloo, Ia., where he had engaged in 
the rendering business. Some time ago he 
had sold this business and had gone to Rock- 
ford, but had not engaged in any pursuit. 
He had been trying to get a position asa trav- 
eling salesman. 

“IT donot think Mr. Morrill committed 
suicide,” said Mr. McDaneld. “He was in 
my office yesterday and I cashed a check for 
him. He was in good spirits. I believe, 
howéver, he had run through most of his 
money.’’ 

Morrill was married and had two children. 
His wife, it is thought, is nowin Miller, S. D.. 
as a letter was found from her at. that place 
dated April 20. A reply to the telegram sent 
to Rockford was received at midnight last 
night. It said a friend of Morrill, named 


Marcels, would reach the city this morning, 


and take charge of the remains. 
MAD DOG SCARE ON THE NORTH SIDE, 


Jesse Cyr and a Lot of Children Narrowly 
Escape His Jaws. 

Jesse Cyr, janitor of the fashionable Irving 
Flats, Oak and North State streets, and a 
number of small children had a narrow és- 
cape from a supposed mad dog last night. It 
took eight shots to stop the savage animal, 
and it would not die until Policeman Lawson 
of the East Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion put a 44 bullet in its brain.

SUGAR, TOO, GOES UP. 


INOREASE IN THE PRIOE OF BEFINED 
SUGAR YESTERDAY. 


Though It Was Raised Only One-Quarter 
of a Cent the Demand Is So Sharp and 
Bull News Is So Voluminous That a 
Mach Greater Advance Is Looked For 
-—Demoralization Rules in the Wire 
Nail Trade=Leather Men Want Higher 


Prices. 

Sugar has joined the procession of products 
climbing upward. There was an advance of 
one-quarter centa pound in refined sugars 
yesterday, and that is considered only a trifle 
as compared with upturns coming. Excite- 
ment ran high in the local market. Ketail 
grocers were pouring in their orders on 
jobbers ana wholesale grocers. 

Chicago appears to be the storm center, 
and the late mails brought tons of envelopes 
into the wholesale houses from the wide ter- 
ritory tributary to this market. This is the 
largest distributing point to the retail trade 
in the country. One of the leading houses 
sent out over 1,800,000 barrels last year, 
and the total out-put of tne United States 
was 11,000,000 barrels. Local stocks are 
much lighter than usual at this season of the 
year, as is the case all over the country, in- 
cluding the refineries. The demand apparent 
yesterday is certain to cause a further ad- 


vance today. > 

Telegrams received by local dealers from 
points in this country and abroad all told the 
same story. Willett & Gray of New York 
wired the following to firms here: 

Europe strong and advancing since morning. 
Ali things considered. we expect an advance of 
half a cent on refined before the culmination. 

“The present udvance,” said Samuel B. 
Raymond, one of the best authorities in the 
city, “‘is nothing considering the situation. 
Sugar at the prices that have been in vogue 
is like wheat selling at 30 cents ger bushel. 
Asa matter of fact. sugar at this advance is 
selling at almost precisely what it did a year 
ago, and it must be taker into account that a. 
duty of 114 cents has been added. In my 
opinion an advance of 14¢ cents per pound 
would not be excessive. The prospects are 
for an immense crop of fruit, and a corre- 
sponding amount of sugar will be pogered. 
The season is now coming on when the de- 
mand for sugar is the largest, and advance is 
in the nature of things.”’ 


DEMORALIZATION IN WIRE NAILS, 


Manufacturers Say the Goods Are Sold Be- 
low Cost of Production. 

Wire nails are lowin price. The bitterest 
fight ever waged in its history is the feature of 
the trade at present. Two orthree big Chicago 
jobbing houses lead as price cutters with such 
vigor that quotations are off 10 per cent, and 
it is asserted have reached a point which is 
below actual cost. The ‘“ gentlemén’s agree- 
ment’? between the manufacturers has 
vanished and some of the manufacturers are 
striking back. Ifanend to the demoraliza- 
tion is not reached soon, a prominent manu- 
facturer suys, the results will be the possible 
shut-down of nail miils. He says they can- 
not stand the increasing price of raw mate- 
rials and the low level of the finished product. 

Six years ago wire nails constituted 20 per 
cent of the entire quantity sold. Now more 
than three-quarters of the nails used are 
made of wire. The Consolidated Steel and 
Wire company, created from a small begin- 
ning by John Gates, now President of the 
lilinois Steel company, and his associates, is 
the largest producer. Outside of this com- 
pany’s group of milis there are eight or ten 
other factories in the country. An under- 
standing as to the output, but not, it is said, 
as to prices, has existed between them. No 
written agreement was entered into, one rea- 
son for this being that the laws wouldn’t per- 
mit it. 

The custom in the trade is to sell goods 
from alist or basic price, with discounts 
quoted. The ‘ast one of these was issued a 
considerable time since. Heavy jobbers in 
supplying their needs make contracts for 
future deiivery. Despite the understanding, 
which was had between the manufacturers, 
competition has produced some sharp bidding 
with the consequence that when jobbers came 
to receive the last balf of their contracted 
goods they would frequently see quotations 
made below the price they were paying. 

In August last a verbal understanding was 
assented to by the manufacturers with respect 
to prices, t was called a “* gentieman’s 
agreement.”’ Q@neconcern said to be con- 
trolled by a Boston man deciined to recog- 
nize the prices, and proceeded to make 
a list card wherein the large-sized 
nails were quoted higher and 
the smaller 81zes lower, making 
a lower average. The remaining manufac. 
turers met this move by requirmg buyers to 
make such specifications, as the term is used, 
as make the average price below the average 
of the recalcitrant manufacturer. They re- 
fused to sell to people who wouldn't do it, 

This in itself was sufficient to unsettle the 
market, when suddenly at least one and some 
reports say three Chicago houses completed 
the overturning process by boldly making 
prices below the manufacturers. 

A few weeks ago the manufacturers held a 
meeting in this city to seé if something 
couldn’t be done to stop the jobbers’ war. 
They labored in vain. Some of them im- 
mediately began jumping over the heads of 
the jobbers and reaching consumers direct or 
throéugh the retail trade, making prices to 
meet those of the cutters. 

In normal times the sales of wire nails ap- 
proximate 5,000,000 kegs annually. 

This is what President Lambert of the 
Consolidated Wire and Steel company has to 
say of the war: 

** Ore, pig-iron, steel, and coke have all ad- 
vanced, whiie the difficulties here have forced 
wire nails down to the lowest peint they have 
ever touched. They are being sof@ below 
cost. We have sold nails for 90 ce the 
raw material of which cost us $1.05.” * 


SOFT COAL TAKES ANOTHER BOUND.

MR. LYMAN NOW OUT OF THE COMMISSION 


Reorganization of the Civil Service Board 
Soon to Take Place. 
Washington, D. C., May 3.—The resignation 
of Charlies Lyman of Connecticut as a mem- 
ber of the United States Civil Segvice Com- 
mission is in the hands of the Pregident. It 
is not known just what this signifids, but it is 
regarded as likely the commission will be 
practically reorganized, Messrs. Lyman and 
Roosevelt are Republicans, Mr. Proctor, the 
third member, being a Democrat. The last 
named will . continue on the commission... It 
is understood Mr. Lyman’s resignation was 
desired some months ago, but the matter was 
allowed to go over until recently. A Re- 
publican will likely be appointed to sacceed 
Mr. Lyman, and a Democrat, probably Col, 
C. G. Rice, will take Mr. Roosevelt’s place, 
The President will not appoint ex-Repre- 
sentative Beliamy Storer of Cincinnati as 
a member of the Civil Service Commission. 
Mr. Storér’s name was brought to the Presi- 
dent’s attention with great earnestness by a 
number of believers in civil service, among 
whom were Theodore Roosevelt, who felt that 
asa Republican member of the Commission 
Mr. Storer would fill.every idea. The Presi- 
dent, however, wanted more than anything 
else to have men who would be mere clerks 
and who would without complaining register 
his will and not cause disturbances. It was 
that feeling that destroyed the force of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s recommendation of Mr. Storer. 
There is no doubt that Commissioner Ly- 
man’s resignation was requested. He has not 
been popular for sometime with the admin- 
istration pecause of his course in connec- 
tion with Recorder Taylor, whose remov- 
al was recommended, and his action in the 
case of the violations of the law at the)Balti- 
more Postoffice, both of which affairs caused 
the administration worry. Col. Rice of Aiba- 
ny, who is to be appointed as one member of 
the commission, was formerly. Cleveland’s 
private secretary while the esident was 
Governor of New York. That would indi- 
cate a sufficient compliance with the Presi- 
dent’s wishes as tegards the commission. It 
“js then to be but an appendage to the admin- 
istration, a bureau to register its wishes.

PLATT PASSED THE GRAY BILL. 


His Influence Led to the Sudden Change in” 


the Fate of the Measure. 

New York, May 3.—[{Special.}]—The sudden 
change in the Senatorial attitude toward 
the Gray bill caused universal comment. 
The circumstantial evidence looked over- 
But from first to last not a dol- 
lar was spent to pass the Gray bill. The 
reason for the Senatorial flop makes an in- 
teresting story, and gives another proof of 
the power of Thomas C. Platt. Just before 
the last November election certain race- 
track owners went to Platt and asked him 
to use his influence with Republican organ- 
izations throughout the State to beat the 
anti-racing constitutional amendment. In 
return they contributed a sum of money, 
said to be $50,000, to the Republican cam- 
paign fund. Mr. Piatt did the best he could, 
but in the general landslide everything was 
swept in, the constitutional amendment with 
the rest. 

After the election, when there was some 
talk of a racing bill, a committee of racing 
men waited on Mr. Platt and asked his as- 
sistance. He promised that he would help 
them, and when the bill came up in the As- 
sembly he gave his aid. In the Senate in 
the rush of the political bills Mr. Platt 
either forgot the racing bill or was over- 
whelmed with his other duties. He did very 
little. It was known in a general way at 
Albany that Platt was for the bill, but his 
interest was not active. When the vote was 
taken Wednesday O’Connor, Lexow, and 
other Platt Senators failed to vote. 

When the result of the vote reached New 
York Mr. Platt was notified of his pledge 
and asked to telegraph his friends to sup- 
port the bill. Just what he did is not known, 
but twenty-four hours later the Gray bill re- 
ceived eight more votes than on its previous 
appearance, and among the eight new sup- 
porters were Senator O’Connor and other 
recognized Platt men. : 

If. in addition to Mr. Platt’s arguments, 
money was used it did not come from the 
jockey club or from the race tracks. The 
race tracks really get nothing. to pay for, 
and Mr. Belmont, who represented the jock- 
ey club and had charge of the bill, steadily 
refused to be bied.

BIOZCLES FAST ENOUGH. 


Every Factory Ils Working Night and Day, 
and 600,000 Is the Figure Expected to 
Be Reached This YeareMany New Con- 
cerns Start, but All Are Busy=Shortness 
inthe Supply of Raw MaterialeGen- 
eral News for Members of the Bicycling 
World. 

Nota bicycle factory in the land but is 
working night and day in Order to supply the 
present extraordinary demand. It is esti- 
mated that at least 600,000 new machines 
will be made and sold in 1895 and that next 
year the demand and production will lift the 
figures to 1,000,000. In New York alone, 
where last yeur barely 10,000 were sold, 
there is an unsatisfied demand. ) 

In Chicago the demand is not noticed so 
much, still the number of people this year at- 
tracted to cycling for the first time is vastly 
in excess of that of previous years. Three 
months ago it was not safe to say that there 
were inore than 80,000 riders in Chicago, If 
a census of the cycling population was taken 
today it is likely. it would reveal to the pubdlie 
that almost 10U.000 people, or 5 per cent of 
the tota! population, are converts to the’ new 
form of locomotien. No city in xhe worid im 
so much addicted to the use of the bicycle as 
Chicago, proportionate to its population... New 
York 1s as yet in the infant stage of ¢ycling 
development. Sois Paris. And none of the 
European capitals are at all comparaoleto the ¢ 
three cities mentioned. 

The number of new concerns which began 
the munutaciure of bicycles this year seems 
large, yet the state of affairs today shows that 
a3 many wore might have come. men 
who supply the bieycle makers with parts, 
such as steel tubing, pedais, tires, saddles, 
and the like, concluded not to manufacture 
aguinst ademand greater than the bicyele 
wiakers thought the season would yield, 
Hence it is that the bicycle makers are howl. 
ing for shipments from the raw supply men. 
A montborso ago some keen-witted part 
makers in the Middle States, seeing that 
money was to be nade out of tubing, made a 
hasty trip to Europe and bought $100,000 
worth of the material. It is gone already 
and there is but smull prospect of getting any 
more.

CERTAIN BIRDS NOT INJURIOUS, 


Popular Fallacies Regarding Some of the 
Feathered Tribe Dissipated. 
Washington, D. C., May 3.—Dr. C. Hart 
Merriam, Chief of the Division of Ornithology 
of the Agricultural Department, has been’ for 
several years engaged in examining and an- 
alyzing the contents of the stomachs of birds, 
showing in several notable instances that pop- 
ular ideas regarding the injurious effects of 
certain birds were wholly mistaken and that 
they have been the victims of an unjust pros- 
ecution, This has been found to be especially 
the case with hawks and owls, for the 
slaughter of which many States give bounties. 
Pennsylvania in two years gave over $100,- 
000 in hawk and owi bounties. Examinations 
of the stomachs of these birds prove con- 
clusively that 95 per cent of their food was 
field mice, grasshoppers, crickets, etc., which 
were infinitely more injurious to farm 
crops than they. The crow also is not 
sq black as he has been painted by the 
farmers. The charges against the crow 
were that he ate corn and destroyed the 
of poultry and wild birds. Examinations of 
their stomachs showed they ewt noxious in- 
sects and other animals, and that, altho 
ood is corn, it is mostly 
corn, picked up in the fall and winter.

There’ appeared two weeks ago in this pa- 

pera partial review of Jolin Bigelow’s just 

published biography of Samuel J. Tildea. 

But in that review the political side of his life 

Was not touched upon. It is, however, be- 

cause of the part he played im the politics of 

New York and of the country for so inany 

years rather than by reason of his marked 

legal ability that the Democratic Presiden- 
tial candidate of 1876 will be longest re- 


membered. 

He was born and reared in a family imbued 
with Jeffersonian ideas. One of the books 
which he read over and over jagain as a boy, 
and which influenced him profoundly, was the 
edition of Jefferson’s writings. All the mem- 
bers of his family, male and jfemale, took the 
keen interest in political matters which was 
far more frequentiy found three-quarters of a 
century ago than now, when there are more 
things to think of. In 1832, when Mr. Til- 
den was 18 years old and Jackson was a can- 
didate for reéiection, a coalition was threat 
ened between the National Republicans, after- 
wards called Whigs, ana the anti-Masons, 
The Democrats believed that the success of 
their ticket depended on the defeat of this 
coalition. One of Tilden’s uncles was visit- 
ing the family at that time. 

He was one day heard to express his regret that 
he could not put what he thought and felt in 
wri ~ For several days after this remark was 
made family saw very little of Samuel, and 
when tney did he seemed absorbed with bis own 
meditations. Atiength he came to his father 
with alarge roll of manuscript, to which he 
asked him to liston. The father listened with 
attention and with satisfactidn. Too cautious 
and distrustful of his own judgment to express 

ail the pride he felt in the perfarmance, he pro- 
" posed they go over to Lebanon Springs, 
where Mr. Van Buren chanced tb be then staying, 
tosee how the paper would impress him. r. 
Van Buren thought well enough of it to suggest 
it be signed by a dozen or so of leading 
mocrats and» published in the Argus, then 
under the editorship of Edwin Crosweli and tne 
‘“organ ” of the Democratic patty.of New York. 
In a few days Tildén was not a little intoxicated 
with the glory of seeing half a pagy of the Argus 
devoted to his address, and still more, a day or 
two later, to see it attributed in the Albany 
vening- Journal tothe pep of Mr. Van Buren. 
This incident led to a life-long intimacy between 
Mr. Van Buren and his young friend of a most 
coufdential character. From that time forth 
Mr. Van 8uren rarely gnade any important com- 
thunication to the public which he did not sub- 
mit to Mf. Tilden for his criticigm, or took an 
step of political importance abdut which he di 
not seek his advice. 

During this same canvass for the reélection 
of Jackson, Marcy being the candidate of 
the Democrats for Governor, a broadside 
written by young Tilden, headed in sturing 
capitals and of a most inflammatory charac- 
ter, dealing with the alleged sins of the United 
States Bank, and signed ‘‘ George Clinton,”’ 
was posted throughout the State.

This was done on Marcy’s 
commendation. Tilden wrote: **Common 
honesty and every consideration of just policy 
require that the banks should’ resume at tne 
Cariiest moment possib.ec. The. suspen- 
sion, if the banks manage with pru- 
dence, in a merely pecuniary and 
Commercial point of view. may be 
beneficial, enabling them to moderate 
the contraction they have been forced to 
Make with destructive rapidity. I fear that 
the measure adopted will do mischief in giv- 
thein more iatitude than is oeceszary. 
It is contrary to reason and to experience to 
suppose that they will resuime specie pay- 
ments until they are forced to do sv, or that 
they will voluntarily make the contraction 
which alone can restore the system to sound- 
hess and heaich.

this was his most serious difficulty —he feared 
the consequences of dividing the peop!e of the 
United States into geographical parties. He 
had no doubt that the inevitable consequence 
of the triumph of the Free Soil party through 
the Elettoral vote of the free States. and 
without the Electoral vote of asingie Slave 
State must be civil war. ~ 

** Exaggerating, perhaps, the danger of at- 
tempting to rule the country by a_ sectional 
party, he deemed it the part of wise states- 
manship to postpone it as long as possibile in 
the hope, through the mediatorial offices of 


Among these changes upon which 
he most relied were those to be wocked out 
by immigration, which since 1847 had 
amounted to seven and one-half millions, 
This he said would soon decide all cuntrover- 
sies in respect to the Territories in favor of 
the North and free labor; and he was of the 
opinion that it was the part of true states- 
manship to wait for this tide of population to 
rise, and to so manage the inevitable transla- 
tion of political power as to avoid a civil 
war.” 

But when the war came he never hesitated 
fora moment as to the course he shouid pur- 
sue. He felt it to be the duty of every citi- 
zen to sustain the government ir its resistance 
to territorial dismemberment. Yet his co- 
operation with President Lincoiu’s admin- 
istration was qualified by a tixed difference of 
opinion upon several points. He believed 
that 500,000 men should have been 
calied out instead of 75.000. He tr-ed to 
impress his views on Mr. Stanton, telling him 
he had no right to expect a great mi'itary 
genius to make his appearance; that the 
North had the most men and the advantage 
in industrial resources; sand that in the av- 
sence of military genius it must rely on over- 
wheiming numbers wisely concentrated. He 
advised that the money for carrying on the 
war be chiefly drawn from loans.to be supple- 
mented by taxes, and no more treasury notes 
not bearing,interest be issued than were 
barely neces-ary to sypply the new uses cre- 
ated by the government in its own payments, 

In 1867 Mr. Tilden was chosen a member 
of the Constitutionai convention which met 
in that year. He had scarcely finished his 
labors there when he began his notable war 
on the Tweed ring. In 1861 he had been 
chosen Chairman of the Democratic State 
comtnittee. In 1869 Tweed sought to de- 
pose him, but faiied. The war thenceforth 
deciared between the State organization and 
the ring was a boid, and sume thought a 
reckiess, step. The local organization con- 
troiled a majagity of 40,000 or 50,000 votes, 
To antagonizerit, though manifest.y corrupt, 
required courage, for it involved the danger 
of iosing the Siate. The fight was made and 
the ring smashed, That led to Mr. Tiiden’s 
eiection as Governor, where he did the State 
great service by exposing and breaking up the 
canal ring. . Next came his nomination for 
the Presidency.

Of the dispute over the result of that con- 
tert and of the E:ectorai Commission Mr.

And now a-word regarding Mr. Tilden as a 
lawyer. During the campaign of 1876 he 
Was assailed as a railroad wrecker, and it was 
alleged that he hud accumulated a great fort- 
une by employing his legal ability in that 
manner. According to Mr, Bigelow he was 
the guardian angel of afflicted railroad corpo- 
rations. ‘* Since the year 1855 it is safe to 
say that more than half of the great railway 
corporations north of the Onio and be- 
tween the Hudson and Missouri Riv- 
ers were at some _ time his clients. 
The general misfortunes which overtook 
many of these roads between 1855 and 1860 
called for comprehensive plans of relief, It 
was here that kis legal attainments, his mar- 
velous skill asa financier, his capacity for 
concentrated labor, his constantly Increasing 
weight of eharacter and personal itfluence 
found fuil activity, and resulted in the re- 
organization of the’ larger portion of that 
great network of railways upon conditions by 
which the rights of all parties were equitably 
protected, wasting litigation avoided, and a 
condition of great depression and despond- 
ency in railway property succeeded by an un- 
exampled prosperity.” ° 

His fees compared with those of the lawyers 
of today were extremely moderate. Mr.

Mr. Frank Vincent, an inveterate traveler, 
who has penetrated every part of the globe 
during the last quarter of a century, and the 
author of many works wherein are recorded 
his impressions, has written a large volume 
entitied **Actual Africa, or the Coming Con- 
tinent,” a tour of exploration  be- 
ginning at Tangiér, in Morocco, and 
encircling the entire African Continent. 
As the latter has a coast line . of 
some 16,000 miles, and the author went out 
of his way to visit the Islands’ of Seychelles, 
Mauritius, Madagascar, Teneriffe, and Ma- 
deira, the journey was ‘of no inconsiderabie 
length, particularily when the trips into the 
interior are taken into account, ‘he book is 
dedicated to King Leovold of Beigium, 
founder of the Congo Free State and patron 
of African explorers, who have met with much 
substantial encouragement at his hands. 

Enlightened Europe has gone into Africa 
and appropriated 11,000,000 of her 12.,. 
000,000 square miles, in the name, of course, 
of a higher civilization. Those unsophisti- 
cated Africans who have rebelled at this un- 
warranted invasion of their country have 
been shut down or sent away to prison, their 
towns burned, and their property confiscated.

He spent two 
ears.in his African travels, and whiie he adds 
ittle to our kno on the subject the 
story of his journeyings is toid pleasantly.

tent. Speaking broadly, he did not go out of 
the beaten path of African travel, although 
he claims to be the first white man to make 
the ascent of the Kuilu River.

The author is a man who has a mania for 
travel, as is shown by the fact that in fifteen 
years he has traveled 355,000 miles, a dis- 
tance equal to more than fourteen times 
around the globe, and his books demonstrate 
that he has the faculty of keeping his eyes 
open as he goes along. His running accounts 
of scenes and incidents are much more 4ac- 
ceptable to the average reader than an at- 
tein pt to solve by heavy reasoning the prob- 
lems with which the various sections of Africa 
may be confronted sooner or later, and alto- 
gether his work isa pleasing and instructive 
one, being weil and profusely illustrated.

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The Helpful Science. , 
Mr. St. George Mivart, well known asa 
naturalist and writer on evolution, publishes 
under the titte of “The Helpful Science” his 
views on abstract philosophy and natural the.

Philosophy of Lotze, 

Prof. Henry Jones of the University of 
Glasgow gives a cgreful analysis and criticism 
of the doctrine of thought as stated by Lotze, 
in which, while doing full justice to Lotze as 
a critic of philosophic systems, he maintains 
that, instead of refuting the cohception that 
would make everything resolvable into 
thought, he really supports and corroborates 
by his reasoning the idealisin he sought to 
overthrow. ‘The real secret of the impression 
Lotze has made on modern thought, he holds, 
is not that he has contributed a new system, 
but in that his effort against the current ideas 
in philosophy he has aided to reéstablish 
popu'ar ethical. and religious convictions, 
** purifying them only of their grosser con- 
tradictions.’’ His services in exposing the er- 
rors and omissions of the systems he criticises 
caunot easily be overvalued, but, according 
to Prof. Jones, he leaves the metaphysical 
difficulties still to be met, or, at least, fails to 
satisfy the demands of those who wish an ab- 
solutely complete and consistent system. 
Whether this can be done may be a question 
that never will be solved. and those that are 
interested may find in this analysis of Lotze’s 
doctrine of thought much for consideration. 
A further study in a future volume of Lotze’s 
metaphysical doctrine is promised. (A Crit- 
ical Account of the Philosophy of Lo.ze. The 
Doctrine of Thought, By Henry Jones, M. 
A., Professor of Moral. Pailosophy in the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow.

Sa Spanish Novel. 

Though the begirning is burdened with ex- 
cess of description ‘**The Grandee,’’ by Ar- 
mando Palacio Valdes, turns out to be a som- 
ber and powerful novel. (New York: George 
Gottsberger Peck.) It reveals  aristo- 
cratic life in one of the second-rate cities of 
Spain about half a cehtury ago. With more 
satire than with sympathy the author depicts 
a group of stragglers who have been ieft behind 
by the army o1 progress—those conservatives 
who in every society live with their faces 
toward the past. We know something of the 
old nobility of France, and of reactionaries in 
our own and other nations; but for hidebound 
social prejudices the belated gentiefolk in 
* The Grandee”’ easily carry off the palm. A 
tragedy takes place among these frogs in the 
stagnant Spanish pool. Amalia is the young 
wile of an old hidalgoofahusband. Though 
caged in her crumbling paiace she finds exercise 
for her passions, which are as cruel as those 
of a Faustina ora Theodora. Her spouse, 
whom she fvois to the top of his bent, is a 
sort uf Don Quixote in his adhesion to medi- 
eval traditions. The Conde de Onis whom 
she chooses as her lover is of an indeeisive, 
Hamiet nature, 
contrasted with her strength. The crueity 
of the woman to her own illegitimate 
daughter .seems in the latter part 
of the book to be repellent; yet it isin no 
way inconsistent with the feminine nature 
among the Latins. From a novel like this 
better than from a history may one got an in- 
sight into at jeast one element of the Spanish 
people. The work therefore serves the higher 
purpose of fiction, which ig to broaden com- 
prehension and awaken sympathy. 

From a brief introduction by Edmund 
Gosse the reader obtains some interesting 
facts about the author of ** The Grandee,” It 
was not until 1886 that Valdes began to rank 
among the foremost novelists of Europe. In 
that year he published his great story, 
‘** Riverita,”’ one of the characters in which, a 
charming child, became the heroine of his 
next book, **Maximina,” in 1887. To these 
in 1891 was added “La Espuma” 
(Froth), of which translation has already 
appeared in the International Library, ‘* La 
Espuma,’’ according to Mr. Gosse, “was a 
ery from the desert to those who wear soft 
raiment in Kings’ palaces. It was the tear- 
ing aside of the conventions by a Knox ora 
Savanarola. In ‘The Grandee,’ which is the 
latest of the novels, we have a singular tran- 
script of Spanish pride and picturesqueness 
of a narrow. society absolutely fortified 
against public opinion by its ancient preju- 
dices, a society, nevertheless, in which the 
primitive passions of humanity stir and inter- 
act with as much dangerong vivaeity as in 


‘{reer and more democratice conditions.”’

| AS TO DEGENERATION. 


MORE ABOUT MAX NORDAUD’S MUOH- 
TALKED-OF BOOK. 


Farther Criticism of the German Author’s 


Theory That ;:Huaman Beings, with Few 


Exceptions, Are ImbecileseWhat He 
Claims Has Been Established by Crim- 
inology, the Newest of the Sciences—A 
Book That Is Making a Literary Sensa- 
tion in Several Countries, 


Max Nordau’s new book possesses the same 
qualities that brought the author’s “ Conven- 
tionelle Lugen” to the notice of the press 
censorship in Austria; it pursues a certain 
philanthropic aim with something too much 
of vivacity, The author sees mankind, as he 
believes, on the brink of a precipice, and 
catches them by the skirts to hold them back, 
but ailows himself meanwhile a line of com- 
mentary that hampers one’s gratitude with 
reserves, ‘ He believes that the majority of the 
artists, poets, and novelists of the present day 
are a unsound, and develop (or exag- 
gerate) a disease in the mind of the public 
that supports and appreciates them; and he 
refers to them collectively as ‘ graphoma- 
niacal fvols, and their imbecile or unscrupu- 
lous bodyguard of critics.”” One thinks of 
Joubert’s apothegm: ‘**We ought to hate 
heartily.”’ | 

Herr Nordau grounds this extraordinary 
opinion on the newest of thesciences. Crimi- 
nology, he says, has established two things: 
that insanity, vice, and crime are but varying 
degrees of the same ¢hing, and that there are 
certain innocent and often unobtrusive traits 
that enable one to say beforehand of the per- 
son possessing them that he is of the criminal 
type. He-examines the artistic output of the 
last two generations, and finds these premoni- 
tory symptoms in the works of Ruskin and 
the pre-Raphaelites, the Symbolists, Whit- 
man, Toistoi; Wagner, the Parnassians, the 
#Esthetes, and Decadents, Ibsen, Nietzsche, 
Zola, and the Realists, and we know not 
whom besides. He marshals them in review 
in a tone of boisterous exultation and abuse 
—much as if he had been a keeper in an 
asyium and had téarned there to cail a spade 
a spade. Walt, Whitman is on one page ** mad 
Walt Whitman,” on another *“*crazy Wait 
Whitman.” Ibsen is a ‘malignant anti- 
social simpleton.’”’ _“‘ The pornographists ” 
are “a filth-loving herd of swine.”’ Ruskin’s 
doctrines on art are “delirious,” and their 
author is destribed as “raging and cursing.”’ 
Idealist philosophers from Berkeiey to Hegel 
are *“‘solemn drivelers’’; and so on. One 
paragraph, in which Herr Nordau has been 
parodying Maeterlinck, he closes with the re- 
mark that it is not ** quite worthy of a men- 
tally sound man to make fun of a poor devil 
of an idiot.”? Wequite agree with him. And 
in another place (p, 318) he says that * he 
who has not learnt to impose some restraint 
upon himself in order not to shock others, is 
caiied by malicious Philistines not an zsthete 
buta blackguard,’”’ We should not choose 
this way of putting it, but we can see what he 
means. 

This, however, is but manner and not to be 
insisted on. The book is described by its au- 
thor as a bit of scientific criticism, and may 
claim to be judged as such. And here one 
thing must besaid at once. Herr Nordau 
every where relies oa the psychology whichis 
notinaptly called morbid, as if it were a 
solid body of doctrine, It is notin a position 
to be dealt within that way. Many facts, it 
is true, have been collected in its name, and 
some much disputed generalizations have 
been made, but the science as a whole (what- 
ever it may one day become) is as yet in the 
stage of absorbing light, not of giving it out. 
To read by it, as Herr Nordau everywhere 
does, would indicate a person who couid have 
read without it. The only aid it could afford 
him isin the line of scattered observations. 
Whenever our author statesa principle it is 
to these he must be understood to refer. 
Very often he refers to them directly. He is 
perpetually quoting some report oo lunatics 
and arguing from itas if it were a law of 
nature. He transcribes, for example, two 
strophes {from Rossetti’s ‘Troy Town,”’ with 
its doublé refrain at the end: of the first and 
fifth lines: 

Heavén-born Helen, Sparta’s Queen, 
(O, Troy Town !) 
Had two breasts of heavenly sheen, 
The sun and the moon of the heart’s desire; 
All Love’s lordship lay bétween. 
O. Troy's down, 
all Troy's on fire!) 

His criticism is that the bracketed lines are 
not connected “in a rational way” with the 
rest of the verse, and that ‘** Suilier remarks 
the peculiarity among persons of feeble in- 
teilect.””’ He might have remarked it ina 
song at the end of *‘ Tweifth Night,’’ Shak- 
speare’s favorite play: 

When that I was a little tiny boy, 
With hey, ho, the wind and the rain, 
A foolish thing was but a toy, 
For the rain it raineth every day. 

Herr Nordau continues to quote: “ ‘Idi. 
ots.’ he says, ‘insert words which have abso- 
lutely no connection with their object.’”’ 
There is a certain difference between ** no 
rational connection” and ‘*absolutely no 
connection.”” And furtheron: ‘“ ‘Among 
idiots constant repetition grows into a ver- 
itdbie tic!’’’ It seems hardly necessary to 
say that because certain idiots do this, that, 
and the other thing—walk, for insfance—it 
does not foilow that all who walk are idiots, 
It will hardly be believed that the scientific 
stapie of the book is of this grade. 

More than this, it is not only assumed that 
whoever acts like an idiot must be an idiot, 
but whoever writes like an idiot or paints iike 
an idiot must be one, This is rather the more 
doubtful assumption of the two, and it un- 
derlies the whole book. Indeed, the relation 
between the author and his work is every- 
where regarded as one of perfect simplicity. 
It Rossetti wrote a foolish poeimn (we are giv- 
ing our author’s opinion, not our own), Ros- 
setti is at once set down as foolish; if Wag- 
ner wrote a libidinous opera, he must have 
been libidinous. In a sense, of course, this 
is true, but it is always necessary for Herr 
Nordau’s argument that it be the whole truth; 
he infers immediately from the work that the 
author had no other or better powers than it 
displays. It would seem that the inference 
ought to be precisely the reverse. Whether 
or not an author have worse powers than ap- 
pear in his work, be may have better. He 
cannot work above himself, but he may to 
any extent work beneath. Whether he did so 
or not can be told only from an intimate ac- 
quaintance with his lite; and, indeed, any in- 
formation about him that is to be relied upon 
—that is worthy of the rame of scientific, 
which Herr Nordau claims for hi:inself—must 
come from that side. Every book and every 
picture are no doubt bits of autobiography, 
but they are bits out of the context of the life 
as a whole, and they do not tell their own 
tule. It is skating on thin ice to conciude as 
Uunsuspectingly as Herr Nordau does from the 
statue to the statuary, from the novelist to 
the novel. It is breaking through to conclude 
insanity—in especial, when the life as a whole 
(which in such a case is the only rule ap. 
proaching safety to go by) refutes it. Tried 
by anything except tneir published works the 
artists of the present day wil not we imagine 
appear to be less sane than their predeces- 
sors. 

Herr Nordau at Jeast has given us no reason 
to beiieve the contrary, and it is strange that 
with the knowledge he possesses of his subject 
he shoud have tried todo so. A large part of 
the literature of morbid psychology is devoted 
to insanity and genius, and there is scarcely a 
man of any emine.ce, from Socrates to 
Guethe and Napoleon, to go no further, that 
has not been given, on one ground or another, 
a place in botn categories. It is not supposa- 
b.e that Herr Nordau is not acquainted with

He describes with enthusiasm (p. 543 of the 
translation) a time in the’ not far distant 
future when observation will have completed 


her triumph, over imaginative and artistic 


symbolism, and art and literature will be ex- 
tinct, and regards all witticism (p. 65) as the 
flightiness of an enfeebled mind. 

**No witticism,” he says, with the best faith 
in the world, ‘‘has ever made easier the dis- 
covery of any truth. And whoever has tried to 
hold a serious conversation with a quibbling 
person of weak mind will have recognized the 
impossibility of keeping him in check, of 
gettmg from aim a lucid opinion, or of 
making him compreliend a fact or a causal 
connection. When presentations are connect- 
ed, not merely according to auditory impres- 
sions of simple —* of sound, but also 
according to the other laws of association, 
those juxtapositions of words are effected 
which the ignorant @esignate as ‘original 
modes of expression,’ and which confer upon 
their originator the reputation of a ‘ brilliant’ 
conversationist or duthor.”’ 

Then comes his invariable appeal to the 
idiots.  **Soilier cites some characteristic ex- 
ain plestof the ‘original’ modes of expression 
of imbeciles, One said of his comrade: ‘ You 
look like a piece of barley sugar put out to 
nurse,’ ’”’—New York Post.

TO ISSUE NEW STOCK. 


METROPOLITAN ELEVATED TO PUT 
OUT PREFERRED OAPITAL. 


There Will Be No Increase in the Total Se- 
curities Outstanding=New Stock to Be 
Issued Only ‘in Exchange, for Bonds=— 
Bonds So Exchanged Will Be Canceled= 
Strong Stock Market=Sterling Rates Are 
Lower=Sales and Quotations of Stocks 


and Bonds. 

The notice given yesterday to stockhold- 
ers of the Metropolitan Elevated railroad 
was the oceasion of much comment and con- 
siderable misunderstanding. The notice is 
a call for a special meeting to be held July 
6 to vote upon increasing the capital of the 
Metropolitan company by authorizing the 
issue of $15,000,000 preferred stock. The 
bears on elevated securities immediately 
jumped to the conclusion that the Metropol- 
itan company was in a position where it 
has got to raise money by further heavy is- 
sues of stock, and an issue which the pros- 
pects of the company do not warrant. On 
that theory the stock was sold down from 
20 to 18%, although total sales amounted to 
only 315 shares. There is never any inside 
support in this market for Metropolitan 
stock, and it fluctuates without special ref- 
erence to the views of the people chiefly fh- 


terested. 

The conclusion which about every one 
jumped at that there is.to be a heavy in- 
crease in Metropolitan securities is entirely 
wrong. This ‘proposition to issue $15,000,- 
000 preferred stock does not mean there is 
to be any increase in the securities. It is 
proposed to issue this preferred stock only 
in exchange for first mortgage bonds, the 
bonds to be canceled. 

The West Chicago Construction company, 
a corporation with a capital of $3,000,000, 
made a contract with the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated company to build the system, which 
was to include the main line, the Logan. 
Square line, the Humboldt Park line, and 
the Dougias Park line, a total of 17.06 miles. 
The construction company was to receive 
when the road was completed $15,000,- 
000 of stock and $15,000,000 first 
mortgage bonds of the Metropolitan 
Elevated company. It was to receive $10,000,000 
stock and $10,000,000,bonds for the main line, the 
Logan Square line, and the Humboldt Park line, 
and $5,000,000 of stock and bonds for the Douglas 
Park line. The construction company has called 
in its $3,000,000 capital, full paid in cash. It has 
sold $10,000,000 Metropolitan bonds for $9,000,000, 
giving withethem a bonus of $2,500,000 Metropoli- 
tan stock. The $12,000,000 of cash realized has 
been sufficient to build and equip all of the sys- 
tem except the Douglas Park branch. There has 
been no floating debt incurred. it will require 
about $2,000,000 to build the Douglas Park line. 
The construction company had the right to sell 
the remaining $5,000,000 of bonds, and it also con- 
trols the $12,500,000 of stock. It has been deemed 
inadvisable to sell the bonds at anything like pres- 
ent quotations. Instead of that the construction 
company proposes, to demonstrate its faith in the 
enterprise by exchanging the $5,000,000 bonds it 
has on hand for $5,000,000 of preferred stock. The 
higher rate which the stock will draw, the con- 
struction company believes, makes it more desira-

The construction company stockholders propose 
another step which even more fully demonstrates 
their faith in the enterprise.

R. Somers Hayes said yesterday that it would 
not be definitely decided until the question came 
before. the stockholders what the rate of the pre- 
ferred dividend will be and whether or not the 
dividend will be aceumulative. For his part, he 
said, he should vote against making it a cumula- 
tive dividend, but some of the other people inter- 
ested are in favor of making it cumulative.

All the street railways made new records, and 
the advances were fully held by North Chicago 
and City railway. West Chicago opened at 122% 
and advanced to 123%, the highest price it has 
touched on this advance.

City railway 
advanced to 383. A little stock was offered at 335, 
but the advance in quotations seems to amg out 
practically no offering@ of consequence.

THE OLD BOODLING COUNTY COMMIS- 
SIONER SYSTEM. : 

A bill has been introduced to give the Coun- 
ty Commissioners three-year terms, one-third 
ot them to go out anhually. This is a rascal- 
ly measure, The system it provides for is one 
to breed corruption. This county had it 
from 1871 to 1887 and had ample opportu- 
hity to find out how it worked. The county 
was only ableto get rid of that system by 
sending about half the membership of the 
board to the penitentiary and thus convincing 
the Legislature that u change was needed. 

The board took to boodling at a pretty early 
day. As there was not anew deal yearly, only 
a third of the members going out, there were 
always some experienced boodlers left in the | 
board to welcome the new members and 1ni- 
tiate them intothe arts of plunder. There 
was a Continuity of boodling. The modes of 
robbing the taxpayers first devised never be- 
came obsolete. They were sittipily extended 
and improved upon. Matters came to such a 
pass that the Commissioners robbed the in- 
sane, the paupers, and the hospital patients 


1 Boodle Commissioners appointed boodie of- 


ticers and so!d contracts to boodle contrac- 
tors. That part of the County Building which 
was under their control became a den of 


‘thieves. 


Occasionally the voters would send four or 
five supposedly decent men into the board 
for the purpose of reforming it. It worked 
as well as would sending a few innocent girls 
to the Home for Juvenile Female Offenders 
in order to improve the morais of the in- 
mates. Before most of these new Commis- 
sioners had served fora year they had. been 
corrupted by the veteran offenders they had 
to associate with, and in the last year of their 
terms they themselves, full of criminal ex- 
perience, were corrupting their junior associ- 
ates. 

The citizens put an end to that business by 
cutting the Commissioners down to,one-year 
terms, and by giving extensive powers to the 
President of the board, who it was thought 
would be less likely to take to boodiing when 
so much responsibility was put upon him. 
That proved to be the case. From 1887 to 
1894 the board was not-ail that could be de- 
sired. It was not spoken of as a model body, 
but it was reasonably decent. The assurnp- 
tion of the people that a man would'not take 
to boodling so quickly when he had no one to 
show him the ropes turned out to be correct. 
Whatever stealmg was done was up a smmail 
scale, 

In 1893 the term was lengthened to two 
years and the men chosen last fall will re- 
main in until 1896. This was a risky exper- 
imect, for a man is much more likely to fal 
into bad ways in two years than in one. But, 
as all the members are to go out at the same 
time there can be no holdovers to act the part 
of Fagin for the benefit ofsthe new members. 
It is proposed now to reéstablish the old rot- 
ten system which was abandoned eight years 
ago. The people say “no.’’ They have had 
enough of it, They know what its inevitable 
consequences will be. The last board under 
the old régime added a miilion doliars to the 
county debt,. The taxpayers are paying the 
interest on it now and will for many years to 
come. “They know that another board built 
on the linesof that old one would soon add 
another million dollars to the debt. They 
know it would fill the county buildmg with 
robbers and the county instituticdhs with 
thieves and that they would have to goto the 
trouble and expense finally of sending an- 
other batch of Commissioners to Joliet. 

Whoever is pushing this bill is no friend of 
Cook County or of good government, He 
may not know it, but he is championing an 
infamous measure. He must be ignorant or 
he would know that the three-year plan was 
tried faithfully with deplorable results. No 
member from Cook County can afford to vote 
for this bill, If he does he should keep out 
of the way of his constituents. 

The present term is long enough. Two 
years is allan Alderman or a House member 
or a Representative in Congress gets. Mem- 


. bers of Boardg of Supervisors have but one 


year. Why should County Commissioners, 
whose records, on the average, have not been 
flawless, be put out of the reach of the -voters 
for three years? They will be more irrespon- 
sible and less honest. This knavish bill 
should be laid on the table. 


CLIPPING THE WINGS OF ALDERMEN. 

Much is being said by some of the local 
papers about a bill which 1s now ia the hands 
of the Governor. It provides that a City 
Council shall not grant a gas or electric light 
franchise unless the owners of more than 
one-half of the frontage of each block on a 
street which it is desired to tear up petition 
therefor. It is claimed that this measure is 
in the interest of the present gas and electric 
light companies, that its passage was pro- 
cured by them—it being insinuated that im- 
proper means were used—and that if it passes 
no new franchises can be granted and a mo- 
nopoly will be created. So the Governor is 
called on to veto the bill, ~ 

it isa drastic measure. To say that the 
owners of a majority of the property on one 
block of.a long etreet shall have a veto on the 
majority of the owners on all the other 
blocks is to lay down a very restrictive rule, 
But the motives of the members of the Leg- 
islature, who voted for this bill nearly 
unanitoously, are clear enough. They saw 
that the Aldermen of this city had gone .into 
the passage of boodie franchise ordinances 
on a grand scale and were enriching them- 
selves and robbing the people, To stop that 
they passed this bill. The remedy will bean 
effective one, for the consent made necessary 


by it will not be granted by the property- 


owners unless they are satisfied that they wili 
be benefited by the granting of a franchise. 
Tux Trrpunsgis not disposed to become hys- 
terical over this bill like someof its contempo- 
raries. It will suggest, however, thatif the Gov- 
ernor signs this bill, and thereupon new igas 
and electric light companies try to get fran- 
chises so that they may furnish cheaper light 
to Chicagoans, who are antxious to get that 
ht, but these companies cannot get per- 
mission to carry on business owing to the too 
stringent provisions of the law, then the next 
Legisiature will repeal it.

If the Governor vetoes it, then the powers 
of’ the Aldermen will be what they are now. 
They can paas one, two, or more boodle ordi- 
nances ata meeting, and give to irresponsi-. 
ble parties the right to rip pp every street, in 
the city.. Mayor Swift’s veto will be the oniy 
protection of the property-owners. He will 
use that veto freely. He will not, like Hop- 
| kins, put his name to vicious ordinances. 
What the next Mayor may do if he has to pass 
on boodle ordinances no one can say. But 
for the next two years it is not likely many 
bad ordinances will get through. 

Or the Governor may veto the bill on the 


of checking the Aldermanic abuse of power, 


Then the members of the Legislature can 
modify it in accordance with his suggestions, 
for it can be amended with ease so as to an- 
swer its purpose without imposing unreason- 
able conditions. That purpose is to protect 
the streets of this city from the incursions of 
boodlers. All good citizens are in favor of 


that. 


THE CIVIC FEDERATION. 

The Civic Federation has just entered upon 
its second year. Its members look back with 
satisfaction upon the record it has already 
made, and are confident that it will do even 
better work during the next twelve months: 
That will be the case, probably. For while 
there may not be quite as much burning zeal 
nor as much certainty about taking the king- 
dom of heaven by stor: in the first attack,there 
will be much more experience and wisdom, 
and a fuiler realization of the fact that every- 
thing cannot be done at once, and that more 
can be atcomplished by havingone iron in 
the fire than by havinga great many there, 
Doubtless the federation has learned by this 
time it is much easier to get something done 
which the people, or a large number of them, 
want done, than something the importance 
of which is not yet appreciated by them. 

- The federation has doneggood work during 
the year. It was instrWmental in securing 
the passage and the adoption of the'civil 
service reform law. There it had a great 
majority of the voters on itsside. It has 
been pressing: the arbitration and concilia- 
tion bil and also the one on the subject of 
election contests to make it possible to oust 
from an office in this city the man who has 
gotten possession of .it by a mistake or by 
fraud, Each of these measures is desired by 
the people and they will get throvgh the 
Legislature. Some of the other bills which 
the federation has prepared are not without 
merit, but the’people are not ready for them 
yet—huve not been educated up to them—and 
they will not get through. 

The work of the federation should be 
largely an educational one. It will have to 
convince Chicagoans that certain reforms are 
necessary before it can secure their codépera- 
tion in carrying them out. And for that rea- 
son the organization should be as catholic as 
possible. It should cover every ward and 
almost every precinct. It should take in men 
of all nationalities and of ali occupations. It 
ehould seek to increase its membership, The 
larger it is the better. It should get all the 
active young men it can lay its hands on and 
set them at work, 

The results of this missionary lator are 
gained slowly and they are almost impercept- 
ible at first. But they are lasting. This -is 
not as showy a method of working as to hold 
mas3 meetings and adopt resolutions. It 
seems a distressingly slow one sometimes, and 
yet it is effective. Whenever the circum- 
stances demand it, as whena boodle Council 
passes boodie ordinances, the federation will 
come promptly to the front and take avtion in 
behalf of the people. It will .speak for them 
whenever their rights are attacked, and it 
will teach them constant'y what their rights 
and duties are, 
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THE FATE OF THE BUMMERS, 

It is fresh in the public recollévtion that the 
recent political revolution in New York City 
swept out a multitude of Tammany boodlers 
and blackmailers from their high-salaried of- 
fices. It wastwoorthree months ago that 
the last of them were ejected and turned loose 
to find sumething else to do fora living. The 
New York Evening Past, moved by curiosity, 
has beeu*conducting a search for the purpose 
of ascertaining what the leaders among them 
are doing, now that they are out of office. It 
finds that Gilroy’s Commissioner of Public 
Works, Daly, who has done no regular busi- 
ness for twenty-five years, is still looking for 
a job. Michael C. Murphy, retired Excise 
Commissioner, who has made his living out 
of politics since the civil war, is going to be 
set up in the whisky business by the saloon 
frierids whom he has helped. William Dalton, 
retired Excise Commissioner, is good for 
nothing but eelling liquor and will go into 
that business, John C. Sheehan, ex-Police 
Commissioner, has returned to the practice 
of law, but as all his past practice depended 
upon his political pull his prospects are not 
bright. Maurice Featherstone, ex-Water Pur. 
veyor, has nothing to fall back on, and Ryan, 
ex-Deputy Cominissioner of Street Cleaning, 
and his associate, Andrews, are in the same 
boat. White, the ex-Dock Commissioner, 
will go into the liquor business, 3 

Such is the coudition cf some of the Tam- 
many ex-robbers and rascals, who were in the 
lead, the subordinates probably will become 
tramps and vagrants if not something worsa, 
The same condition of things in greater or 
less degree willexist before the end of this 
yearamong many of Hopkins’ chums and 
bummers and boodle ex-Aldermen who were 
left out at the recent election. Thedlse 
fellowe who have not done any regalar or 
useful work for years, end are not fitted for 
it. Many of them who have been on the pay- 
rolls have done no work for the city even, 
They have been paid out of the City Treasury 
for helping the Democratic party in election 
campaigns. In addition to their pay they 
have also lived on boodie. Now that they 
are out and no longer havea political pull 
they will drift back to their normal condi- 
tions. Those who cannot raise money enough 
to get into the whisky-selling business will 
become public loafers and dead beats. It is 
one of the advantages of the merit system 
that ali this will be obviated in the future. 
Only good mén will be employed, and so 
long as they rernain good and do their duty 
they will not be disturbed, The last batch of 
bummers has been disposed of. They will 
spend their time either selling liquor or drink- 
ing it. The new civil service law, however, 
will make this impossible in the future,

A week ago Wednesday ex-Mayor Hopkins 
assert@d at the Iroquois club that “silver 
alone was the unit of value from 1792 to 
1872.” Attorney W.S. Forrest promptly of- 
fered to lay him’ a wager of 2 to 1 that *‘ the 
book he got that out of lied.” The challenge 
was accepted and Mr, Forrest deposited $20 
against $10 put up by Mr. Hopkins. Judge 
W. H. Vincent was chosen to act as stake- 
holder and also as the judge to decide which 
was correct. Since then Mr. Vincent has been 
on thé anxious seat, @ position he might have 
avoided if he had settled the dispute then and 
there.

bate. For some days the referee seemed to 
favor this, stating that it would be only fair 
to give the silverites an opportunity to 
prove their case if they could, Now it is an- 
nounced that he will adhere to his original 
intention and deliver a written opinion cover- 
ing the question’ as fully as possible.

The friends of honest ‘money 
would have been pleased to see the question 
submitted to public debate, for they know 
the allegation made by Hopkins is not 
true, and can bé proven to be false 
by appeal to the records, They know 
the mint reports show that from the organiza- 
tion of the mints down to 18738 the total coin- 
age of gold was $816,905,518 and that only 
8,081,238 of the much vaunted silver 
**units”’ were coined in the same time, while 
not one of them was coined frém 1805 to 
1834, and that during all those vears there 
were practically none of those silver “ units ”’ 
in the hands of the people. Furthermore 
they are wise enough to see that the claim we 
are bound by the advocacy of the silver dol- 
lar as the unit by Thomas Jefferson before 
the 
adopted is rendered absurd by the action of 
the same Thomas Jefferson when in 1805, as 
President of the United States, he directed 
that no more silver dollars should be coined, 
an order which was obeyed during the next 
thirty years, Finally, they. know the whole 
claim objected to by Mr. Forrest is so base- 
less that it will not bear close examination 
any more than will the charge that the act of 
1873 robbed us of silver coinage from that 
time to this, when the fact is that substantiaUy 
the whole of our vast volume of silver dollar 
coinage has been issued from the mints since 
then, 


WHO WOULD SUFFER BY FREE SILVER 

The Bankers’ Magazine gives the . follow- 
ing approximate statement of amounts of 
money and indebtedness that would be af- 
fected by the slump toa free silver basis of 
monometallism, which inevitably must re- 
sult if the demands of the free silver extrem- 
ists were conceded: Silver dollars and silver 
certificates, 377 millions; subsidiary siiver, 
60 millions: Treasurr notes of 1890 issued 
against purchases of silver bullion, 121 mill- 
ions; greenbacks, outside the Treasury, 294 
millions; United States bonds, payable in 
coin, 714 millions; Pacific railroad debt, 
principal and interest, 140 millions; na- 
tional bank notes, 203 millions; State and 
municipal bonds, 1,135 millions; railroad 
bonds (largely payablein gold), 5,600 mill- 
ions; mortgage debts of street railroads, 
business corporations, and business property, 
5,000 millions; farm and home mortgages, 
2,500 millions; deposits in banks and trust 
companies, 2.872 millions; deposits in sav- 
ings banks, 1,747 millions; loans and dis- 
counts of banks, savings banks, and trust 
companies, 4,140 millions, 

The total of these items is 24.903 millions. 
The loss of half the 4,619 milliéns of bank 
deposits would fall on 4,777,000 depositors 
in the savings banks and 3,400,000 of de. 
positors in other banks and trust companies. 
To the extent the2 these deposits are offset by 
the loans and discounts the banks would not 
lose by receiving pay in depreciated money 
and pay'ng out the sameto those to whom they 
are inaebted, But it is important to remem- 
ber that the bcrrowers from the banks are. 
few in number as compared with the deposi- 
tors, and they already own property worth 
more than the face of the loan, so that these 
few borrowing capitalists would gain by the 
depreciation and do so at the expense of the 
poorer people, whose bank accounts consti- 
tute most, if not all, of their capital. Of 
course the banks would lose half of the 
millions of difference between. their circula- 
tion and the bonds which ‘“‘secute”’ the re- 
demption of their notes, The street railroads, 
business corporations, Bnd owners of business 
property would gain just twice as much as 
those of the farmers and city residents who 
owe money on their farms or homes. The 
people would lose directly half the 
value of ail .the silver, silver  cer- 
tificates, aad Treasury notes, with such 
of the greenbacks as were in their 
possession. The government would be a 
nominal gainer to this extent, having to pay 
less, but would be menaced with bankruptcy, 
owing to the impossibility of paying its way 
with the depreciated money till the taxes had 
been doubled to meet the difficulty, because 
each dollar at its command would have only 
half the working power the dollar has now, 
So, Here again the people would be the 
losers, 

In fact, they would be the losers all through, 
and the direct losses here indieated, enormous 
as they are, represent much less than the to- 
tal of what the people must suffer from yield- 
ing to the demand of the free silver extrem- 
ists. The terrible contraction of money. cap- 
ital would render it impossible for employ- 
ers to pay for much more than half the labor 
and raw material they now do, so that the 
toilers would find themselves ina slough of 
etdgnation to which that of the last ‘wo years 
was but as the shadow to the substance, The 
free silver extremists hold that the void would 
be filled by silver, and hopé for this, but they 
carefully avoid letting the people know that 
several years must elapsé before the gap 
eould be filled under the most favorable cir. 
cumstances, during all «hich time the 
labor market would be intensely paralyzed. 
The Magazine figures that all the debtors for 
whom it can Le claimed that they would ben- 
efit by the semi-repudiation are but about 11 
per cent, and correctjy states that a large part 
of their obligations are payable in goid, while 
‘‘ free silver would only injure the gold debt- 
ors.” 


Gov. ALTaRtp has pardoned August Heizke, 
sent up for life for the atrocious crime of 
beating his 11-year-old stepson to death with 
a leather strap.

g>ld would buy. Subsequently he was of the 
opinion that 1534 to 1 was about the proper 
ratio, He never said a word in favor of Voor- 
hees’ ratio of 16 to 1. The conclusion to hp 
drawn is that Voorhees does not know what he 
is talking about—that he has never studied 
the question and is saying he is for “16 to 1” 
simply because he thinks it will be a popular 
cry in Indiana at the next election. The Leg- 
islature to be chosen in November, 1896, 
will choose his successor, He thinks the 
Democrats will be more likely to carry it on 
a dishonest money than on an honest money 
pietform.

THE WILLING VIOTIM OF AN INFAT-

He Doeg Not Live in the Present but in 
the Future, and Realizes in His Daily 
Life the Bright Possibilities Ordinary 
Mortals Only Hope ForeA ~ Proper 
Measure of Enthusiasm a Necessary 

Ci Equipment for Success in Life-People

Household Words: The truth is, I sup- 
pose, that the enthusiast makes us feel our 
own deficiencies. He touches chords in us 
that are not very responsive, because they 


excites a little envy also. There is no man 
happier than the man whois the willing vic- 
tim of an infatuation. Gone from him—for 
the time, at all events—are all the petty 
carking cares that we others have always 
with us. He does not live in the present, 
but in the future. This is precisely what we 
most of us attempt todo. We hope, and hope 
and hope; that is, try to look forward from 
an actuality that is not altogether agreeable 
to the good and Satisfying time that is to 
come. But we don’t succeed in this like the 
enthusiast. He sees with poetic vision the 
goal he is steering for; and he has the great 
gift of being able to leap with his imagina- 
tion those tiresome depressions and bogs 
which so materially intervene between him 
and his goal, and of which we others are so ‘ 
painfully conscious, Old Pepys, years ago, 
touched one of our characteristics when he 
wrote in his diary: ‘* Lord! to see the ab- 
surd nature of Englishmen, that cannot for- 
bear laughing “and jeering at everything 
that looks strange.” 

We stand and gasp at some of the freaks 
of enthusiasts: words will not come from us, 
A fine example of this dumfoundering effect 
occurred in May, 1812, when a copy of Val- 
darfer'’s Boccaccio was sold from the Duke 
of Rexburg’s library. Let Emerson tell the 
tale: ‘“‘ Among the distinguished company 
which attended the sale were the Duke of: 
Devonshire, Earl Spencer, and the Duke of 
Mariborough, then Marquis of. Blandford. 
The bid stood at five hundred guineas. ‘A 
thousand guineas,’ said Earl Spencer. ‘And 
ten,’ added the Marquis. You might hear 
a pin drop. All eyes were bent on the bid- 
ders. Now they talked apart, now ate a 
biscuit, now made a bid, but without the 
least thought of yielding one to the other. 
But to pass over some details, the contest 
proceeded until the Marquis said: ‘ Two 
thousand pounds.’ Then Earl Spencer be- 
thought him, like a prudent general, of use- 
less bloodshed and waste of powdersand had 
paused a quarter of a minute, when Lord 
Althorpe, with long steps, came to his side, 
as if to bring his father a fresh lance to re- 
new the fight. Father and son whispered to- 
gether, and Earl Spencer exclaimed: ‘ Two 
thousand two hundred and nfty pounds!’ 
An electric shock went through the assem- 
bly. ‘ And ten,’ quietly added the Marquis. 
There ended the strife. Ere Evans let the 
hammer fall he paused; the ivory instru- 
ment swept the air; the spectators stood 
dumb!” 

Postage stamp collectors seem even more 
absurd than this particular Duke of Marl- 
borough. Judging from a stamp dealer's 
circular, they are willing to pay £300 for a set 
of Cabul postage labels, and about £80 fora 
couple of British Guiana stamps. Really, 
after this, one may doubt if the following 
advertisement from a Mauritius paper was 
not strictly bona fide, instead of the joke it 
appears to the uninitiated: ‘‘A stamp collec- 
tor, the possessor of a collection of 12,541 
stamps, wishes to marry a lady who is an 
ardent collector and possessor of the blue 
penny stamp of Mauritius issued in 1847.”

seems the outward and visible sign of the 
action of a fool. 

On the other hand, a proper meastre of en- 
thusiasm is a most necessary equipment for 
success in life. It is not the thing to declare 
to all the world that you possess this enthu- 
siasm, that you mean, in fact, to make your 
mark. It will be easier for you to make your 
mark if you are satisfied with the eternal 
resolution you have formed, and which will 
really be all the stronger if you cherish it in . 
secret and do not hale it forth for ribald and 
cold nature to scoff at. How are the battles 
won except by enthusiasm in the soldiers, 
coupled with skill and enthusiasm in the of- 
ficers? It is all very well to affirm that a 
campaigh may be conducted successfully 
from a cabinet in the middle of a city far 
from the seat of war; that might be if hu- 
man beings were all alike devoid of enthu- 
siasm. But we don’t need to readhistory to 
know how often the sudden cry of a leader 
has changed the course of a battle. His en- 
thusiasm—feigned or genuine—strikes a re- 
sponsive note in the hearts of thousands, 
and nothing can stand against the conse- 
quences. 


Mariners in the Seventeenth Century. 

Walter Besant in the London Quéen: The 
“School of Manners,” a little duéddecimo 
volume lying before me, is a collection of 
rules for children’s behavior. The edition 
in my hands is the fifth, and the date of the 
edition is 1726; but I do not know when the 
first edition apppeared. The rules are given 
in English first and in Latin next, no doubt 
to be committed to memory by the boys, 
just as they used t@learn the rules of syntax 
in Latin. Here, for the envy of parents 
who now occupy a. position so fallen from 
their old authority, a few examples of these 
rules are presented, They show what was 
considered in polite society proper and be- 
coming for boys and girls in the early part 
of. the last century. First, of behavior at 
home. Children mut always bow on raturn- 
ing home; they must never be covered in 
the house; they must not sit down without 
permission; they must never address their 
parents without a title of respect, as sir or 
madam; they must not approach their par- 
ents or elders without a bow. Next, of be- 
havior at table, They must not sit down 
till they were bidden, nor till grace is said, 
nor must they ask for anything, or help 
themselves, or speak at tables, or look at 
others eating. Then follow cerfain very 
useful rukes @bout taking food decently. 
When one has eaten enough he may rise by 
permission, taking away his plate and seat, 
and bowing to the table. Thirdly, of behav- 
ior in company. They must enter the room 
with a bow; they must not speak till they - 
are spoken to; they are not to cross their 
legs or sit with their knees wide; they are 
not to laugh aloud, but silently smile; they 
are not to point, of to argue, or boast, or to 
interrupt. And so on. The entire depend- 
ence of childreh upon their parents—that 
was the keynote. Children must never for- 
get it. Our keynote seems just the reverse; 
the children are to rule the parents. ‘Well, 
the parents make no complaints, 

It would be @ pleasant study for the minor 
historian—I am myself a minor historian, 
perhaps historicus minimus—to trace the 
gradual emancipation of,the child from its 
early subjection.

We 
do not mean to say that we might not, by 
an insolence or rapacity greater than human 
nature can bear, at last succeed in forcing 
sume of them into war. But then it will bea 
war of our own seeking,not of theirs. In 
fact, our position among the powers of the 
earth is so commanding that every demand 
put forth on our part with any degree of fair- 
ness and decency will find everywhere ready 
acquiescence, 

o patriotic man can contemplate the ex- 
alted place thus open to the United States 
among the nations of the earth without being 
disgusted at the so-called ‘** American 
statesmanship of the fryes and the Lodges 
and the Morgans, which would degrade this 
republic to the level of a common ruffian and 
bully constantly strutting about with a chip 
on his shouider, defying any one to touch it.

MUOH SPECULATION AS TO GRAND 
TRUNK’S NEW PRESIDENT. 


Much Opposition Develops to the Candidacy 
of Sir Joseph Hickson, Who Was the 
General Manager=More Western Pas- 
senger Troubles Caused by. the Unian 
Pacific Selling Return Subs, Through 
Scalpers, to the EasteGeneral Railway 
News Notes. 


Much speculation is indulged in among 
railroads as to who will succeed Sir Henry 
Tyler aé President of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way. Immodiately after Sir Henry had 
tendered his resignation it was generally be- 
lieved Sir Joseph Hickson, who for many 
years was the general manager of the com- 
pany, would have a walk-away at the election 
next week. Much oppositién has sprung up, 
however, and it is doubtful whether he will 
get the position. Many of the leading stock- 
holders are opposed to Mr. Hickson on the 
ground that he was partly responsible for the 
building of unnecessary extensions and 
branch lines some years ago. They admit 
Sir Joseph Hickson’s ability asa railroad 
manager and would probably not object if he 
was again placed in charge as general manager 
in place of L. J. Seargeant, whose man- 
agement of the road is severely crititised. 
Sir Charles Rivers Wilson is put forward. as 
the best qualitied. The feeling of the share- 
holders is shown by the remarks of one who 
was most instrumentai in forcing Sir Henry 
Tyler to resign, At last week’s meeting h2 
said: ‘** Despite the decrease in rates from 
year to year Sir Henry Tyler and his associ- 
ates huve been constantly amalgamating and 
taking over vast subsidiary systems. Are we 
to lie still under his bad generalship and see 
the stock of the company sinking to zero and

dled? What is wanted is new blood in the 
board. What else is wanted is a President of 
h:gh financial standing and ability, sterling 
character, and sound judgment.”’ 

Sir Henry Tyler denies the assertion of the 
committee of shareholders that the present 
Board of Directors concealed anything con- 
cerning the affairs of the company. 


MORE WESTERN PASSENGER TROUBLE 


Efforts Now Being Made to Pool Special 
Excursion Business. 

New trouble has arisen regarding Western 
passenger rates. Advices received from Den- 
ver yesterday are that Denver scalping offices 
have been stocked with return portions of 
harvest excursion tickets issued by the Union 
Pacific. They are being sold at a rate of $10 
from Denver to the Missouri River, thereby 
demoralizing regular one-way rates. The 
going portions of these excursion tickets, it is 
claimed, have never been used, If affairs 
areas bad as claimed it is certain that the 
Santa Fé and other transmissouri roads will 
reduce the regular rate from Denver to the 
Missouri River to $10, Owing to contiued 
troubles efforts are being made to bring about 
@ money poolon all special excursion busi- 
ness. Such a pool would, of course, be in 
direct violation of the inter-State commerce 
law. But this does not bother the railroad 
magnates much, The trouble is the inability 
to give each road all it wants. Besides, some 
of the principal Western roads are in the 
hands of receivers and they could not well pay 
over money for excess freight carried without 
an order of the courts. 


OUT OF ONE TROUBLE INTO ANOTHER. 


Injunction Is Dissolved, buat a Suit for 
Leases Is Begun. 

South McAlester, I. T., May 3.—jSpecial. } 
—Judge Henry W. Scott of the Oklahoma 
District Court has rendered a written decision 
dissolving the temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf railway 
company from building through the Kicka- 
poo country in Oklahoma, This injunction 
grew out of an effort of the citizens of the 
Town of Tecumseh to force the road to build 
through or nearer town instead of on the line 
as located, 

Philadeiphia, Pa., May 3,.—Counsel for 
Fritz Sittel today filed a bill in Common 
Pieas Court against the Choctaw, Oklahoma 
and Gulf railroad company and others, ina 
which the plaintiff asks that the court will 
decree that the lease, coal claims, and mining 
rights have been forfeited and that the claims 
have reverted to Sittel, 


Railway Difference Settled. 

New York, May 3.—The Southern railway and 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton interests 
have settied all differences as to the Cincinnati 
extension bonds aud tke properties underlying 
them. The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayéon 
interests retire entirely from the Alabama Great 
Southern, the Southern railway having acquired 
their entire holdings. Ihe control in capital 
stock of the Cincinnati, New Orieans and ‘lexas 
Pacific company is to®8 owned and held equaily 
and jointly by the Southern raiiway and the 
Cincinnati, Hamiiton and Dayton interests, 

Lease of Railroad Terminals. 

New York, May 3.—{Special.]|—In addition to 
the contract made between Minneapolis and St. 
Louis and St. Paul and Duluth, wiiereby the lat- 
ter uses the former terminals at Minneapolis, 
and which will net some $30,000 per year, it is 
given outin close circies that the Minneapolis 
company has made a iease with the Northera Pa- 
cific of a somewhat similar nature, which will 
net it about $100,VV0 per year.

The Certificate Plan. 


Los Angeles, Cal.. April 30.—[{Editor of the 
Tribune. |~The “ silver nestion seems to be 
the paramount one at this time, and is lia- 
ble to disrupt the two at parties, if not 
handled with great care discretion. 

A large number of voters in each party favor 
the free coinage of silver and regard as their 
natural enemy all who differ with them. 

Ocbers are so imbued with the idea of the gold 
standard for vaiues that any other opinion is re- 
garded as inimical to the t interests of our 
common country. 

Can these differences be reconciled? Can these 
discordant elements be brought together? Can 
parties arom Seger diverse views on so impor- 
tant a matter be satisfied? 

Is -it necessary that gold and silver should be 
coined to enabie us to have a stable and safe 
corrency? Is the use of coins a ‘condition or a 
theory’? Does the prosperity of this country de- 
pend upoh having either tse gold or silver 
**made into money’? Is there any other device 
that would answer the same purpose? Does any 
one prefer gold or silyer coin to paper money, as- 

the paper money is as “good as 
gold”’ 


What would be the objection to issuing certifi- 
cates, payable in goid or silver bullion, based 
upon deposits of these precious metals? The 
gold certificates redeemable in gold bullion, by 
weight and fineness, the silver in the same way, 
optional with the government, bat not manda- 
tory, as to which shat! be given; but the holder 
ot the certificate to have the right to demand the 
metal named in the certificate; in other words 
the government, by the consent of the holder of 
the certificate, can pay in either metal. The ra- 
tio between the motals to be fixed as neariy as 
possible with regard to their reiative values 
among civilized nations. ; 

What objections could those favoring the gold 
standard mate to this? Should not this pian 
satisfy the silverites? It would afford a‘market 
for the product of the mines. It certainly would 
expand the currency sufficiently to meot all rea- 
sonable requirements. Could not both elements 
agree on such a settiement of this vexed ques- 
tion? Would it not put a stop to caNing names? 

The mass of the poem’ do not want the silver 
tokens, except for change, preferring paper to 
either of tne metallic coins. Then why subject 
the government to the expense of coining the 
gold and silver? 

It may be urged that there will be fluctuations 
in the value of the bullion, and that the govern- 
ment would lose thereby. What difference does 
that make if the people are benefited? As Mr. 
Lincoln said, we are a government of the peopie, 
by the people, for the people; and the slight 
loss, if any, certainly would not compare to the 

resent distress, intensified by the apprehension 
in the minds of many honest, conscientious peo- 
ple, that to continue on a purely gold basis will 
make matters worse and defer indefinitely the 
time of returning prosperity so anxiously longed 
for, both by the “silver bugs” and the “gold 
bugs.”’ 

‘The “greenbacks” could be retired as they 
are received by the certificates based on: any 
surplus of gold or silver-bullion in the United 
States Treasury and, if dsemed best, a low in- 
terest-bearing b6nd could be issned payable in 

old and silver bullion forthe purchase of ad- 
ditional bullion with which to retire the balance 
of the greenbacks, which wdétld make available 
the present reserve of $100,000,000 gold re- 
guired to be held by the United States Treasury 
for the redemption of greenbacks and thus make 
it impossibie to constantly menace the credit of 
the government by unusual drains upon this re- 
serve fund.

[The objection to issuing certificates based 
upon deposits cf silver builion, those certificates 
to be redeemable in silver of the same weight 
and fineness is a double one. If the. corespond- 
ent means that the depositor of silver bullion 
shall receive a certificate setting furth on its face 
the market value of that silver at the time it was 
déposited, such cértificate to be redeemed on 
presentation ‘“‘in such quantities of silver bullion 
as will equal in value the number of dollars ex- 
pressed on the face of the certificate.”” then he 
is urging the adoption of the Windom plan. But 
the free silverite rejected that when proposed 
and the bimetallists have not pressed it. Those 
who insist on the free coinage of silver are no 
more ready to accept that plan now than they 
were in 1890. 

If the correspondent means that the owner of 
1,000 ounces of silver bullion is to deposit that 
in the Treasury and toreceive a certificate call- 
ing for that amount of silver on presentation 
what will the depositor do with his certificate 
when he gets it? It will not go into circulation, 
because its value will be fluctuating. A thousand 
ounces of silver will be worth more today and 
less tomorrow. Such certificate will no more 
form a part of the currency than do grain re- 
ceipts or receipts calling for so much pig iron. 
Gold is deposited and gold certificates pass cur- 
rent. But gold does not ‘fluctuate. He who 
takes u certificate calling for a hundred ounces 
of gold knows that he can hold that certificate 
for months and its value will not vary one cent. 

But “ E. T. 8S.” intimates that he wants the facdé 
of the silver certificate to express its value in ac- 
cordance with some ratio which is to agree ‘as 
nearly as possible ’’ with the relative value of 
silver to gold ** among civilized nations.”’ Which 
ratio! The commercial one, which varies con- 
tinually, or the ratio of 16 tol the free silver- 
ites ask for? Ifit be the commercial ratio then 
that is the Windom plan. Whoever deposits 
$1,000 worth of silver can get whenever: he pre- 
sents his certificate $1,000 worth of silver. But 
the froe silverites will not accept that. 

4 Supposing some hard and fast ratio be adopted, 
“which at the time of its adoption expressed ae- 
curately the commercial ratio of silver to gold. 
Let it be 30 tol. Thea the man who deposited 
thirty ounces of silver would get a certificate 
setting forth that he had deposited that much 
silver which was the equivalent in purchasing 
power of one ounce of gould. If each certificate 
went into circulation and the value of silver be- 
gan falling. then if any of them were presented 
for redemption and the government availing it- 
self of its option redeemed themin silver worth 
less in purchasing power than the silver depos- 
ited originally, the credit of that part of the cur- 
rency would be blasted. That is what would 
have happened if the government had redeemed 
the Sherman certificates in silver two years ago. 

If to prevent this the government were to re- 
deem these silver certificates in gold then it 
would be in the same pickle it has bven in with 
ite Sherman notes. It would be paying out gold 
all the time to maintain the parity, but it would 
be taking none in. It would have to borrow to 
replenish its stock of gold as it has had todo 
often in the last year. The greater the differ- 
ence between the commercial ratio of silver to 
gold and the artificial ratio the greater would be 
the drain of the latter metal. Doing business 
after that fashion can benefit neither the govern- 
ment nor the people who are the government. 

It is useless to talk, however, ofaratio of 80 
tolor 20to1. The lovers of cheap dollars 
would not agree to'the issue of such certificates 
unless the ratio of 16 to 1 was adopted. Were 
that done then the United States would drop 
forthwith to a monometallic silver basis. 

Itis a waste of time to talk about retiring 
greenbacks and selling bonds to buy bullion to 
make room for a certificate of deposit currency. 
The correspondent ought to classify his mind 
first and be certain what kind of a certificate he 
wants—one which will not be accepted or one 
which if accepted would be ruinous. He can 
make a more profitable use of his time, however, 
by preaching to the Californians the sound gospel 
of a dollar with a dollar’s worth of metal in it— 
the honest American dollar, not the bastard 
Mexican product. }

‘BUTTER MEN ‘AT WAR. 


FOUR BRANOHES OF THE TRADE INA 
FREE-FOR-ALL SORAMBLE. 


Begun in an Attack by the Creamery Pro- 
prietors on the Alleged Bad Practices 
in the Overw@rking of Butter—Legisla- 
ture Takes a Hand in the Fight, and 
Heavy Interests Depend on the Fate of 
Bills Now Before the Solons at Spring- 
field, 


There is a merry fight going on between 
the conflicting interests in the butter trade. 
It began some months ago in an attempt by 
the creamery men to expose what they called 
bad practices in the reworking of butter by 
local firms. Since then it has been intensi- 
fied by the introduction of two bills, which 
are now pending in the Illinois Legislature, 
and now all branches of the industry are in- 
volved in a free-for-all scramble. 

There aro four distinct ends to the butter 
trade. The most important just now is the 
creamery business, which furnishes all the 
best brands of pure goods,’ Butterine comes 
next, the fancy grades of weil-known makers 
at times selling well-up in price with fair 
creamery goods, The third interest is the re- 
working or reladling of poor and tainted 
dairy butter and in this an immense business 
isdone. Lastly, the farmers and small dairy- 
men who do not pretend to use creamery 
methods, and, while a great deal of first-class 
butter is furnished from this source, most of 
the poor stuff which gets on the market can 
be charged against it. 


Have No Interest in Common. 

Naturally these four branches have no in- 
terest in common, Men who own creameries 
oppose the sale of butterine and reworked 
butter, and the farmers and small dairy men 
do the same. The butterine makers don’t 
like the reworking plan, as it putsa cheap 
preduct on the market for them to com pete 
with, The farmers and small dairymen in 
turn oppose butterine, and the result of all 
this isa four-sided snari of ever increasing 
intensity. Out of this have come two bills 
with which the solons at Springfield are now 

rrestling. One of these bills provides that 
all butterine made or sold in Illinois must be 
branded and sold as butterine. The other 
makes ita misdemeanor to rework butter 
and market it unless it is plainly branded, 
and further provides that ali feworkers must 
pay a yearly license of $100, and all retail 
dealers $25 a year. The butterine men 
charge the hostile legislation against them to 
the creamery and farm interests, while the re- 
workers think it possible the butterine and 
creamery people have in turn joined hands 
against them. All sorts of abuses are al- 
leged in the various branches by the men di. 
rectly interested in opposmg them, and the 
merry war goes on with vigor. 

Impartial experts admit abuses may exist 
in all four lines, but think ereamery butter 
and butterine, as a general thing, are made 
on honor. The reworking, or reladling, 
process by reason of its secresy and peculiar 
nature is open to suspicion. Ail kinds of 
rancid or rejected butter are reworked and 
repackei in apparently good shape. To 
every 100 pounds of tainted goods fair cream- 
ery butter to tne amount of 20 or 25 pounds 
is added, and tne -mixture is submitted to 
some Chemical process by which the whole 
mass is sweetened. It has been claimed in 
this sweetening process dangerous substances 
are used, but of this there is no actual proof. 
One thing, however, is sure. A great deal of 
money is made in. this line, for the tain 
stuff is bought cheaply, while the reworked 
product is oiten sold for nearly the price of 
good creamery brands, At the same time the 
margin of prefitis’ so lurge sales may be 
made when de-ired in competition with dairy 
butter and butterine. 


New Mechanical Process. 


There are exceptions to all rules, and this is 
true in the butter trade. Whiie the ordinary 
reworking process, for the reasons stated, is 
for the time beimg under the ban, a new me- 
chanical system for attaining the same result 
without the use of foreign matter of any kind 
has been invented and is in practical opera- 
tion. There is a Central Creamery company 
witn factories in Chicago, New York, and 
Youngstown, O., which is doing a large and 
profitable business on this modern plan. One 
of the leading shareholders in this concern is 
Col. Henry L. Turner of this city. 

‘*T am not a buttermaker sor a butter ex- 
pert,”’ said Col. Turner yesterday. “I am 
merely an investor in what seems to me to be 
a most promising enterprise. Of course I ex- 
amined the process and machinery thorough- 
ly before putting any money into the. plant, 
and the fact that I invested beavily shows in 
itself I must have been convinced of its 
merit. In the first place, this is not a re- 
working scheme. It goes beyond that. But- 
ter of any grade or stock of poor flavor is 
taken ana actually remade and in the re- 
making is sterilized. Nota drop of any for- 
eign substance is added, The stock is first 
melted into an oii, and to this a quantity 
of milk is added. Through this mixture a 
volume of oxygen is forced and the mass 
thoroughly sterilized, It is then regrained by 
an ingenious but simple operation and from 
then on bandled the same as any other dairy 
product. The result isa product which is not 
only sweet and will keep sweet much longer 
than ordinary unsterilized stock, but it is ab- 
solutely pure, every germ of disease and bad 
flavor having been extirpated. If sterilized 
milk is better than the ordinary fresh milk, 
and I believe there is no dispute of this among 
scientific men, then sterilized butter is better 
than the ordinary sort. I will be much dis- 
appointed if in time the public does not de- 
mand the sterilization of its entire butter sup- 
ply. Sofar as the bill against reworking 
butter is concerned I see no cause for ®orry. 
The branding idea is a good one. Our com- 
pany intends to brand its product ‘ sterilized 
butter’ whether the bill or not. 
There is one point which seems unjust and 
that is the levying of a license tax on dealers. 
Men who handle creamery butter or butterine 
are not cailed upon-to pay a tax and I can see 
no reason for discrimination against t 
who handle remade butter.” 

It is claimed that the passage of the bil! will 
merely drive a biz and:fast growing industr 
out of Iliinois and center the ang Fe stoc 
and reworking it in other States. is would 
deprive the farmers of at least one big outiet 
for getting rid of dairy butter and make it 
difficult to get rid of second-rate goods ex- 
cept at a sacrifice, It is not the intention of 
the Central Creamery company to confine 
itselfito the remaking of r stock. . 
system is claimed to be so cheap and simple, 
and the capital of the company so large, that 
it will be profitabie to remake the best grades 
of creamery butter as soon as the demand for 
sterilized goods is large enought to warrant it.

1. lf a day's wage for labor has averaged a 
higher purchasing capacity since 1873 than ever 
before in the history of our country, and if at 


cheaper why should we demand -unlimited coin- 
age of silver or go to war with Engiand? 

2. If adecided majority of our middle and 
lower classes in all departments of labor and 
business have managed to get along and acquire 
homes in spite of adverse previous or present 
conditions, such as humble birth, poverty, sick- 
ness, eto: ; and if all these heroic people unite in 
app our existing finarciai system, why 
should we change it and try an 6xperiment that 
stands condemned by four-fifths of the schola 
statesmen, practical financiers, and poli 
economists living and dead? 

8, If the loudes: clamorers for free and unlim- 
ited coinage are the impecunious class—the So- 
cialists, the communists, the Anarchists, the 
would-bé"debt repudiators, the notorious polit- 
ical demagogues, the Populists, and the silver 
mine owners—is not this fact a sufficient reason 
for faking the matter under advisement—indefi- 
nitely: 

4. lf vicious babits, intemperance, petty gam- 
bling, indiscriminate marriage, ignorance, crime, 
envy, class prejudice, indolence, just, paaati- 
cism, wong te A and other forms of vice 
folly are to recognized as causes of deyrada- 
tion and misery, is it possible to conceive of any 
financial system whose fallest cpere would 
better the condition of people wilfully infuenced 
and degraded by these vices? 

5. If economy, industry, magnanimity, chastity, 
sobriety. noble ambition, self-reliance, studious 
habits, and triotism are necessary to success 
in life, why did not Mr. Harvey inject some of 
such philosophy into his “ text-book ” instead of 
filling ite pages with incitements to hat 
envy, class prejudice, sedition. repudiation, : 
bloody and causeléss war with Das land?

butter, five eggs, six ounces of flour, quarter 
teaspoonful mace, half pound of sugar, two 
ounces @f cornstarch, one teaspoonful va- 
nilla, two tablespoonfuls sherry, one tea- 
spoonful of baking powder.

Beat well, add the flavorings, mixing 
well. Grease three deep jelly tins, pour in 
the cake and bake in a moderately quick 
oven fifteen minutes. When done remove 
carefully from the pans and stand them on 
a towel for a few minutes to tool. Strain 
the strawberries. Beat the whites of two 
eggs lightly, add, gradually, four table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar, and then beat 
vigorously until stiff enough to stand alone. 
Put a layer of this over the top of one cake, 
then a layer of berries; stand another cake 
on top of this. Put the remainder of the 
white filling over the top of this cake, then 
another layer of berries. Now place the 
remaining cake on top of this, press down 
lightly, dust the top over with powdered 
sugar, and it is ready for use. 


Strawberry Parfait.—One quart of cream, 
half pint of strawberry juice, sugar to 
taste; whip the cream to a froth, add the 
strawberry juice and gugar, mix carefully, 
turn into an ice cream mold, press the lid 
down lightly, bind the point with a strip of 
buttered muslin, pack in salt and ice, and 
freeze three hours. The above will serve 
eight persons.

Wash the tapioca through several waters, 
then cover with cold water and soak over 
night. In the’ morning put it on the fire 
with one pint of beiling water, simmer 
slowly until the tapioca is perfectly clear. 
Stir the berries into the boiling tapioca and 
sweeten to taste. Take from the fire, turn 
into the dish in which they are to be served 
and stand away to cool. Serve very cold 
with sugar and cream, This will serve 
eight persons. 


Strawberry Water Ice.—One quart of 
strawberries, one quart of water, one pound 
of sugar, and juice of two lemons. Add the 
sugar and lemon juice to the strawberries, 
mash them, and gtand aside one hour. Then 
strain through a fine sieve, add the water, 
and turn into the freezer to freeze. 


Cream Strawberries—Put a half pound of 
granulated sugar and a half cup of water 


- over the fire to,boil. Stir until the sugar is 


dissolved. Then boil carefully until you can 
spin a thread from the tine of a fork. Turn 
on a greased platter, and when cool, not 
cold, stir with a spoon until it granulates 
and is perfectly white. Scrape the mixture 
together and knead it fora moment. Then 
put it into a little saucepan; stand this in 
another of boiling water and stir constantly 
until it melts. If then you find it too thick, 
add drop by drop sufficient water to make it 
the right consistency. Select medium-sized 
ripe berries. Pull the hulls close to the stem, 
dip the berries down irfto the cream, and re- 
place the hull. Put them at once into paper 
cases and stand away for use or heap them 
on a cut glass dish as you prefer. Straw- 
berries having a soft outside cover will only 
keep a few hours.
